Light, even reddish-gray patina and 
problem-free with fields that are not too deeply mirrored. 
There is a lint mark (as struck) on the lower reverse rim.

65 NGC 1877 PR 66. Superb quality in this key date in the 
Shield nickel series. The surfaces are fight in color with good 
reflectivity in the fields and there is no evidence of carbon 
spotting on either side. An important coin in this grade.

66 NGC 1882 PR 65. The brilliant centers shade ever so subtly 
into a mellow golden-brown toward the rims. The planchet 
from which the coin was struck was slightly porous, but we 
can find no other mintmade problems worthy of mention. 

67 PCGS 1882 PR 66. Untoned and nicely reflective in the fields. 
A superior type coin with strong eye appeal. Population: 11 in 
66, 1 finer.

73 PCGS 1912-D MS 65. Fully struck with satiny luster beneath 
the deep gray-olive toning.

Nicely contrasted white on black cameo 
appearance with an ever-so-subtle oil slick iridescence on each 
side. 

77 NGC 1887 PR 65. Portions of the coin are brilliant still while 
other areas show a fight golden-brown patina. 

78 NGC 1887 PR 65, faint streaks of color; and an 1892 PR 65, 
golden-brown fields with contrasting lavender devices. (Total:

79 PCGS 1902 PR 65. Lightly toned and showing a shallow 
planchet rift on the cheek of Liberty and a spot on the neck.

obverse rim break from the TY in LIBERTY to the 9th star. A 
lovely mint state coin with full luster and a bright sheen in the 
fields. Both sides are toned a gray-violet in the centers and 
surrounded by a rich royal blue at the margins. Well detailed 
on the hair, but because of die opposition the center of the 
reverse is softly defined on the eagle's breast. Minimally 
abraded with much of the look of a higher grade. Population:

87 NGC 1833 MS 64. V-l, R.2. A clean coin with even gray patina 
spread over both sides. Well struck throughout.

88 PCGS 1838 No Drapery MS 64. First year of this three-year 
type, the mint luster is very pleasing on this piece and there is 
a lovely overlay of golden and lilac patina over both sides. 

Fully struck. There are a couple of minor field marks that 
prevent a higher grade. 

89 PCGS 1840 No Drapery MS 63. A very appealing example of 
this scarce three-year type coin. The surfaces are mostly 
untoned and the devices are fully struck in all areas. A highly 
lustrous coin that should bring a premium price. Population:

90 NGC 1843 MS 64. Well struck with bright, satiny luster and 
showing only fight gray patina on the obverse with golden-rose 
color on the reverse.

NGC 1855 Arrows MS 66. A high grade example of this 
scarce and highly desirable short-lived type. The pristine 


PCGS 1937-D Three-Legged AU 55. Just the slightest rub 
shows on the bison's rump but there is scant evidence of wear 
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surfaces are covered with a cinnamon-brown patina that is 
enlivened by the superb mint luster that lies just beneath. An 
impressive type coin. Population: 3 in 66, 1 finer. 

95 PCGS 1856 MS 63. A fully struck Stars half dime that shows 
better luster and overall surfaces than one might imagine, 
being held back from grading higher by a few minor field 
marks. 

96 NGC 1856 MS 67. An immaculate coin that would be difficult, 
if not impossible, to improve upon technically, with 
unparalleled eye appeal. Fully struck in all areas with fight 
colored, often silvery, centers and toned sea-green and russet- 
brown at the margins. A very scarce type in superb condition. 
Population: 1 in 67, 1 finer. 

97 NGC 1858 MS 64. Toned a golden and gray-lilac over both 
sides and generally well struck except on the stars (as usual). 
Clash marks in the fields are about the only surface 
distractions we note on this near-gem. 

98 PCGS 1858 MS 65. A splendid, satiny example, lightly toned 
about the stars, date, and lettering. Ideal to represent the 
Stars Obverse design. 

99 NGC 1858 MS 65. Supremely lustrous beneath the attractive 
golden-rose toning that is seen over most of each side. There 
are no noticeable marks, just fight die clashing in the fields 
Above average strike with good details on the peripheral stars. 

100 PCGS 1860 MS 66. Superb quality in this popular first year of 
issue for the Legend Obverse design. Toned in multicolored 
shades of gray-lilac, sea-green, rose, and lemon-yellow in 
concentric circles on each side. The underlying luster is very 
pronounced and gives the coin a brightness that enlivens the 
natural patina. Well struck and showing no noticeable 
abrasions. 

101 PCGS 1863-S MS 65. Still a very highly regarded date among 
collectors of this series, no uncirculated examples were known 
of this issue until a small hoard surfaced some 25 years ago. 
Breen estimates that perhaps as many as half of the original 
mintage of 100,000 pieces were soldered on the back and used 
as jewelry items, rendering them useless from a numismatic 
standpoint. This piece is basically untoned with the surfaces 
having taken on a fight silvery-gray patina. Well struck 
throughout with only the slightest signs of coin-to-coin 
contact. This is one of the finest pieces known of this date. 
Population: 5 in 65, none finer. 

102 PCGS 1865-S MS 63. Breen-3114, Heavily Repunched Date. 
While a relatively available coin in circulated grades, the 1865- 
S is very scarce in choice condition and this date was not 
represented in the hoard of S-mint half dimes that surfaced 35 
years ago. This is a well struck piece with good luster and 
minimal abrasions, only showing fight die clashing in the fields 
on each side. Covered with an even layer of blue-gray and rose 
patina. This is the finest 1865-S certified by PCGS and should 
prove to be quite a prize for the advanced date collector. 

Trends $1,900. 

103 PCGS 1867 MS 63. A very scarce business strike example of 
this low mintage half dime. Only 8,000 business strikes were 
produced and few have survived in mint condition. This is a 
well struck example with strong clash marks on each side, 
common to almost all business strikes, and the obverse is 
toned a deep blue-green while on the reverse the center is 
clear with toning around the rim. Population: 8 in 63, 12 finer. 


104 NGC 1869 MS 66. Brilliant with shimmering prooflike fields 
that also show a slight bit of cartwheel intermixed as wqll. A 
superb, near-flawless half dime and one of the finest known. 
Population: 2 in 66, none finer. 


PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 

105 PCGS 1858 PR 64. First year of proofs made in the mint in 
larger numbers for collectors. However, still only 80 pieces 
were struck with fewer known today. The deep, multicolored 
toning is matched by the unfathomable depth of reflectivity in 
the fields. Scarce with a population of only 7 in 64, and 5 finer. 

106 PCGS 1863 PR 64. Brightly reflective fields with incredible 
rainbow toning over both sides. A significant coin as a proof 
because of the scarcity of business strikes. 

107 NGC 1865 PR 64. This deeply toned proof has such color that 
the mirrored fields are almost non-reflective except in the 
fighter, almost untoned areas. Very scarce as a business strike 
making proofs all the more desirable. 

108 NGC 1867 PR 65. A lovely gem proof of this scarcer date that 
is bright and shows moderate cameo contrast with a swath of 
purple and blue toning on the right portion of each side. 
Population: 21 in 65, 6 finer. 


EARLY DIMES 

109 PCGS 1797 VF 25. 13 Stars. JR-2, R.4. Slightly scarcer than 
the 15 Stars variety, this piece is deeply toned in the fields 
with fight, brilfiantish, accents on the devices. Good details for 
the grade with no troubling surface marks. Trends $2800 in 
VF 20. 

110 PCGS 1807 MS 60. A lustrous example of this more 
commonly encountered early date dime. As usual, the left 
portion of each side is softer than the right and there is 
pronounced die clashing in the right obverse field. The centers 
are almost untoned with fight golden-brown patina around the 
rims. Finely detailed hair curls in the center of the obverse. 
Trends $4,050. 


BUST DIMES 

111 NGC 1823/2 MS 66. Small Es. JR-1, R.3. One of the scarcer 
dates in the Large Size Bust dime series that does, with some 
diligence, occasionally show up in mint state. The coin has 
exceptionally fine peripheral details, but does show some 
softness in the centers. The surfaces appear mark-free and the 
luster is outstanding, being covered with several layers and 
shades of blue and rose toning. A rare opportunity for the 
specialist in this fascinating early series. Population: 1 in 66, 
none higher. 

112 NGC 1831 MS 65. JR-6, R.3. The Lovejoy Specimen. Formerly 
sold as lot 121 of Allen Lovejoy's definitive collection of U.S. 
dimes (Stack's, 10/90). It was described in that catalog as 
having "...deep golden toning around the obverse borders, 
fighter on the reverse. A fairly prooflike specimen." The rarest 
of the 1831 varieties, it is also apparently quite scarce in mint 
condition. No mint state pieces had been seen at the time of 
publication, but obviously Allen found this piece between 
publication and the time his collection was sold. Until that 
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time the finest coin known was an XF 40. This should be of 
great interest to specialists in the series. 

113 PCGS 1832 MS 65. JR-3, R.3. The Lovejoy Specimen and JR 
Plate Coin. This is a very rare variety in high grades and at 
the time of publication of the JR reference (1984) this was 
thought to be the finest example known. Described in the 
Lovejoy catalog (Stack's, 10/90) as, "Deep sea-green, rich gold 
and blue toning. Full lustre." It is a lovely coin and a sharply 
struck one as well. A prestigious specimen of this scarce 
variety. Ex: Winter Sale (Florida Coin Exchange, 1/84), lot 
238. 


SEATED DIMES 

114 PCGS 1849 MS 64. Well struck on the peripheral stars but a 
trifle weak in the centers. The satiny luster shows the faintest 
trace of lime-green and golden color at the margins, and there 
are just a few small marks on each side that prevent a higher 
grade. Scarce. Population: 2 in 64, 1 finer. 

115 NGC 1853 Arrows MS 64. Struck on a lightly striated planchet 
and showing good detailing on all the design elements. Mostly 
untoned with only the faintest bit of peripheral color on each 
side. A few minor marks prevent a higher grade. A premium 
example of this highly sought after, short-lived type. 

116 PCGS 1853 Arrows MS 65. When the weight of silver coins 
was reduced in 1853, it was designated by arrowheads placed 
on either side of the date. This caused two things to occur: 
first, the old tenor (heavier) coins were widely melted, and 
second, the new (fighter) coins were saved in relatively large 
numbers because of the noticeable design alteration. 

According to the PCGS Population Report 32 of these coins 
have been certified with another 17 in higher grades. This 
piece is untoned on the obverse with just the slightest color on 
the reverse. The features are sharply defined throughout and 
the luster is thick and blazing. The only noticeable ripple in 
the surface of the coin are the traces of die clashing evident in 
the obverse fields. 

117 PCGS 1854-0 Arrows MS 64. Breen-3287, the 54 about 
touch and rare as such. Within the series of Arrows dimes, the 
1854-0 is a scarcer issue with far fewer survivors than, say, 
the 1855 which has a similar mintage. This is no doubt due to 
the heavy circulation this issue saw in the South. The bright 
luster of this piece is overlaid by a faint golden patina on each 
side and the strike is fully detailed in all areas. Population: 6 
in 64, 4 finer. 

118 PCGS 1857 MS 64. Lustrous and sharply struck, this piece has 
a few small marks on each side, but all in all it is a very 
pleasing example of this scarce type. 

119 NGC 1857 MS 64. Fully and intricately detailed, the surfaces 
of this piece are deeply toned, but not oppressively so, being 
enlivened somewhat by the bright, almost prooffike, finish in 
the fields. 

120 PCGS 1869 MS 64. Elusive above VF, the 1869 dime is a 
significant condition rarity in mint condition. Uncirculated 
pieces rate a low R.6 in all grades, but in MS 64 this is one of 
the finest coins known with only 3 certified as such by PCGS 
and another 3 in higher grades. Sharply struck, as usual for 
the date, the surfaces are almost br illian t, with just the 
slightest tinge of fight golden color on each side. The surfaces 
are bright and almost semi-prooflike in the fields, but there is 
much cartwheel luster present as well. 


121 PCGS 1869-S MS 67. An absolutely stunning example of this 
somewhat scarcer date. The surfaces are flawless and show 
swirling mint frost that races around the coin uninterrupted 
by any post-striking impairments. Untoned, this piece appears 
to us today just as it did 124 years ago-a numismatic moment 
frozen in time. 

122 PCGS 1870 MS 65. While available in the lower circulated 
grades, the 1870 is quite scarce in mint condition, rating an 
R.5 overall, and in MS 65 it is very elusive with only 1 other 
piece having been so graded with a single piece finer, and that 
an MS 66. Well struck and lustrous, much of the original 
silvery-gray surface still shows with light streaks of pale 
golden on each side. Not flatly struck on the head as usually 
seen on this date. 

123 NGC 1877 MS 66. Sparkling mint luster complemented by 
highlights of lilac and golden-rose. A high mintage issue that is 
fairly scarce in uncirculated and is very elusive as a superb 
gem. Population: 5 in 66, none higher. 

124 NGC 1877-CC MS 64. Well struck, the light gray surfaces 
show a streaky overlay of turquoise toning with some lilac 
intermixed on the reverse. 

125 NGC 1877-CC MS 65. Superb luster beneath the deep scarlet 
and golden-brown toning that also shows a fleck of blue here 
and there. A very handsome example of this popular Carson 
City type coin. 

126 PCGS 1886-S MS 64. Fully struck with shimmering mint 
brilliance. An impressive, upper-end type coin. 

127 NGC 1889 MS 64. Deep steel-violet and greenish-gray toning 
over both sides. 

128 NGC 1891 MS 65. Fully lustrous and mostly brilliant with a 
hin t of fight color on each side. The strike is not quite 
complete, lacking just a bit of highpoint detail on the design 
elements. 

129 PCGS 1891 MS 66. One of the more commonly encountered 
dimes in the series, the 1891 is occasionally available in gem 
condition. This piece is well defined in most areas and shows 
thick satiny luster with light golden toning around the rims. 
Population: 16 in 66, 1 finer. 


PROOF SEATED DIMES 

130 NGC 1870 PR 64. Dazzling white on the obverse, the reverse 
is similar in the center with a thick ring of russet-brown 
toward the rim that is surrounded by blue at the denticles. A 
pretty coin with considerable eye appeal for the grade. 

131 PCGS 1873 Arrows PR 64. A worthwhile type coin that is 
quite scarce and in constant demand by collectors. This is a 
mostly brilliant piece that shows just the slightest hint of 
peripheral color. The detail on the top of the head is not quite 
complete, but this is the only noticeable or mentionable flaw 
we can find on the coin. Population: 29 in 64, 12 finer (all 65s). 

132 NGC 1875 PR 64. Light golden toning on the obverse with 
much red added on the reverse and a blue rim. 

133 NGC 1875 PR 66. A deeply mirrored, glittering proof that has 
considerable frosting on the devices, giving the coin a pleasing 
two-toned cameo effect. Both sides have a rich reddish-brown 
and blue patina around the peripheries while much of the 
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centers retain the original silvery-brilliance of 1875. A superb 
type coin. Population: 5 in 66, 1 finer. 

134 PCGS 1882 PR 65. Deeply mirrored fields and brilhant in the 
centers with golden and blue peripheral toning. 

135 NGC 1882 PR 66. A breathtaking white on black cameo proof 
that is untoned as far as we can tell. The surfaces seem to be 
flawless and the overall eye appeal is outstanding on this 
superb type piece. Population: 10 in 66, 5 finer. 

136 PCGS 1885 PR 65. Very deeply mirrored with some moderate 
frost on the devices, giving the coin a two-toned cameo effect. 
One is tempted to call this a brilhant piece, but there is just 
the slightest touch of fight color at the top of the obverse. 

137 PCGS 1886 PR 66. Lightly toned in the center of the obverse, 
the devices are heavily frosted and they contrast strongly 
against the deeply reflective mirrored fields. Very flashy and 
scarce in this grade. Population: 15 in 66, 2 finer. 

138 PCGS 1886 PR 66. Stunning surfaces with bright reflective 
fields that are mostly untoned but surrounded by a thin band 
of russet at the margins. The only surface flaws we can find 
are a few tiny lint marks in the obverse fields. 


BARBER DIMES 

139 PCGS 1894 MS 62, peripherally toned; and a 1914-D MS 64, 
fight patina with much underlying mint brilliance. (Total: 2 
coins) 

140 NGC 1896-S MS 65. While not one of the more readily 
recognized dates in the series, the 1896-S is a scarce and 
underrated coin in mint condition. This is quite an attractive 
coin with excellent mint luster and showing fight orange- 
golden splashes of toning around the devices. Population: 4 in 
65, 1 finer. 

141 NGC 1898-0 MS 65. A rare date in mint state, considered an 
R.6 issue in uncirculated, and one of the major strike rarities 
in the series. This piece is slightly better struck than most 
with LIBER showing on the headband (many show no letters). 
Highly lustrous and toned a deep gray in parts with rich 
golden-rose color elsewhere. This may be an unlisted variety 
as it appears the mintmark was originally punched 
considerably south and east of the final placement. As such, 
this should be of interest to specialists in the series. 
Population: 4 in 65, 1 finer. 

142 PCGS 1907-S MS 66. S/S. A better date that is quite scarce in 
mint state. This is one of the finest examples known with only 
one other piece certified in 66 by PCGS. Fully struck in all 
areas, the surfaces are devoid of any me anin gful abrasions. 
The coin has taken a lovely multicolored toning that is 
different in hue on each side, but equally attractive on obverse 
and reverse. 

143 PCGS 1911 MS 63, deeply toned on the obverse and less so on 
the reverse; 1912 MS 61, fight color; and a 1914 MS 62, scufly 
on the face with even toning over both sides. (Total: 3 coins) 

144 NGC 1912 MS 65. Deeply toned with strong underlying luster 
and no mentionable abrasions. An original example of this 
popular type coin. 


145 PCGS 1913-S AU 58. Bright with almost complete mint luster, 
this key date would fit nicely into many an uncirculated set of 
Barber dimes. Trends $325 in AU 50, $475 in MS 60. 

146 NGC 191STS MS 65. This low mintage issue has traditionally 
enjoyed strong demand from collectors and investors, but 
small hoards have been found and it is not quite as rare as 
several other dates in this series. This is a pleasing coin with 
bright satiny luster that has fight color on both sides and very 
clean surfaces. Population: 12 in 65, 1 finer. 

147 NGC 1914-D MS 66. Lustrous with an even coating of fight 
gray-lilac color over both sides. An attractive example of this 
popular late date mintmarked dime. Population: 6 in 66, 2 
finer. 

148 PCGS 1916 MS 65. Not quite brilliant, but showing 
considerable areas of original bright mint luster and also toned 
slightly around the rim on the reverse. An appealing mint 
state specimen of this final year of issue for the Barber dime 
series.

149 NGC 1894 PR 64. Br illian t, throughout with a thin film of frost 
on the devices. 

150 PCGS 1895 PR 66. This is a knockout coin that must be seen 
to be frilly appreciated. Deeply mirrored, both sides are toned 
a fight golden and the obverse shows a contrasting lavender 
patina on the central device of Liberty. An outstanding proof 
dime whose only flaw that we can find is a small planchet 
flake out of the lower obverse at 5 o'clock. 

151 NGC 1899 PR 64. Bright, reflective fields with just a hint of 
fight golden peripheral color. 

152 NGC 1902 PR 63, peripheral color; and a 1905 PR 63, deep 
mottled to nin g. (Total: 2 coins) 

153 PCGS 1903 PR 65. An intriguing coin that has several deep 
colors over both sides including blue, jade green, crimson, and 
rust. These colors are highlighted by the shimmering depth of 
the reflective fields and this really brings the toning to the 
forefront of the viewer's attention. 

154 PCGS 1909 PR 66. Mildly contrasted with unfathomably deep 
mirrors in the fields, this is an exquisite proof dime that would 
fit well in any high grade type set. Mostly brilliant but 
showing an occasional wisp of pale golden color. Population: 12 
in 66, 10 finer.

155 NGC 1916 MS 66 Full Bands, toned; NGC 1929 MS 65, deep 
multicolored toning; PCGS 1941-D MS 66 Full Bands, pale 
color; PCGS 1943-D MS 66 Full Bands, mottled russet patina; 
PCGS 1943-S MS 66 Full Bands, brilliant; and a PCGS 1945-D

The devices are not completely struck 
up, but the surfaces are relatively clean for the grade, and the 
center of each side is untoned with color being especially 
pronounced around the outer portions of the obverse, much 
less so on the reverse. Trends $950. 

175 NGC 1825 MS 63. Well struck and generally quite clean for 
the grade, only one reverse field mark prevents this coin from 
grading even higher than it does. Fully lustrous and toned a 
medium gray-olive overall with rose tinted highlights around 
the rims of each side. A scarce and underrated type coin.

This is an enchanting 
Arrows and Rays quarter whose fields are bright and 
prooflike-a nice background for the busy design, especially so 
on the reverse. Fully struck in all areas, there are only a few 
small abrasions scattered over each side, none of which are 
singly important. The obverse is toned a deep blue-green and 
golden-brown while the reverse shows only the slightest 
accent of fight golden patina.

EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

253 NGC 1795 Good 4. O-107a, R.5. Although low grade, this is a 
nicely toned and original example of this scarce early variety. 
On this die state the crack extends completely across the 
reverse and joins three segments to the left of the first A in 
AMERICA. A dramatic break and undoubtedly near the 
terminal state of this die pairing. 

254 ANACS 1795 Fine 15. 0-117, R.4. Light pinkish-gray color in 
the centers with deeper royal blue at the margins, this is a 
gently circulated coin whose only mentionable defect is an 
obverse rim bump at 2 o'clock. Trends $800 in Fine 12. 

255 NGC 1795 AU 58. 0-129, R.4. The diagnostic die lump shows 
plainly between the D and S in UNITED STATES. Well struck 
and perfectly centered, the surfaces are fight, almost brilliant, 
in several areas with fight peripheral toning on each side. 
There are a few shallow adjustment marks that criss-cross the 
obverse, but these detract little from the overall beauty of the 
coin. A nice coin and a choice example in this grade. Trends 
$8,250 in AU 50, $17,000 in MS 60. 

256 ANACS 1807 Draped Bust VF 35, 0-106, R.3, deep gray-olive 
and rose toning and softly impressed on the obverse; ANACS 
1839 Reeded Edge AU 50, mottled blue toning on the obverse 
with light golden on the reverse; ANACS 1873 Arrows AU 55, 
peripheral toning; PCGS 1969-S PR 67 Cameo, dazzling 
brilliant surfaces; and an NGC 1892 Columbian half MS 62 
Prooflike, brilliant except for a thin ring of golden surrounding 
the rims. (Total: 5 coins) 


BUST HALF DOLLARS 

257 PCGS 1827 MS 60. 0-106, R.2. Sharply struck with good 
luster and very little color. 

258 PCGS 1827 MS 62. 0-135, R.3. Light in color, in fact, almost a 
brilliant coin. The mint luster is complete and especially 
pronounced in the recesses of the design. Only marred by a 
few small abrasions on each side. 

259 NGC 1830 MS 65. Small 0. 0-113, R.2. A beautifully toned 
and wholly original example of a gem mint state Bust half, and 
a rare coin as such. The coin has alternating medium to darker 
gray patina in the central portions with fight golden at the 
margins, but the color is not oppressive because of the strong 
underlying mint luster. Sharply struck with clean surfaces. 
Scarce. Population: 3 in 65, none finer. 

260 PCGS 1831 MS 64. 0-112, R.l. Bright satiny luster and toned 
a fight golden-brown over both sides. Held back from grading 
higher by a couple of ticks on the cheek of Liberty. Scarce in 
such lofty condition. 

261 PCGS 1835 MS 62. 0-101, R.l. Well struck in most areas with 
bright satiny luster and light color. 


262 NGC 1837 Reeded Edge MS 64. This is an important type 
coin not only because of the scarcity of Reeded Edge halves in 
general, but it is also a very high grade as well as an originally 
preserved coin. Well struck throughout, the surfaces exude a 
sparkling mint frost that is most appealing and shows plainly 
through the golden-russet toning that covers both sides. 
Scarce in such lofty condition. Population: 26 in 64, 11 finer. 

263 PCGS 1838 Reeded Edge MS 63. Very well struck and 
frosty, with a milky steel-violet toning covering both sides. 
Reeded Edge half dollars as a type are much underrated in 
comparison to their Lettered Edge counterparts. Population: 
36 in 63, 17 higher. 


PROOF BUST HALF DOLLAR 

264 NGC 1835 PR 64. 0-106. A very rare proof striking of this 
date. According to Breen a few proofs are known of this and 
the 0-108-110 varieties, but so far this is the only one certified 
by either of the major services (and this one does not appear 
on the NGC Census Report). Striking details are good but not 
completely defined as one would expect on a later, steam press 
proof, however, the fields are uniformly reflective with no 
traces of frost anywhere. The surfaces are toned a rich blue 
and golden-rose that is intermingled over both sides. There 
are no obvious marks in the fields or on the devices, just a few 
tiny lint marks that indicate the dies were wiped prior to 
striking but not thoroughly cleaned of lint from the cloth. Of 
the greatest rarity and importance to the collector of 19th 
century proof coinage. 


SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

265 PCGS 1840 Reverse of 1839 MS 61. Well struck with gray-lilac 
toning over both sides, there are a few small, scattered marks 
here and there, but all in all a pleasing coin for the grade. 
Population: 4 in 61, 36 finer. 

266 NGC 1843 MS 64. A glittering semi-prooffike example, only 
lightly toned on and about the edges and with trivial abrasions 
in the fields. Nearly 4 million 1843 half dollars were minted 
and it is considered a common date among No Motto issues. At 
this grade level, however, it is actually quite scarce. 
Population: 1 in 64, 1 higher. 

267 NGC 1850-0 MS 63. A scarce No Motto New Orleans half 
that is toned in deep shades of gray and blue with fighter 
undertones on the obverse. A bit softly struck on the stars but 
well brought up elsewhere. A pleasing and original coin. 
Population: 5 in 63, 7 finer. 

268 PCGS 1853-0 Arrows and Rays AU 55. A very scarce issue, far 
scarcer than its Philadelphia counterpart, with only 1.328 
million produced. The '53-0 is generally unobtainable in strict 
mint condition, this piece has much of the luster and 
sharpness of detail of an uncirculated coin. Brilliant 
throughout with no hint of color and showing nothing more 
than the usual signs of moderate circulation. Trends $900 in 
AU 50, $3,000 in MS 60. 

269 PCGS 1855-0 Arrows MS 64. Mottled gray and golden 
toning over both sides. The centers, as is typical on this issue, 
are a trifle soft in some areas. Population: 16 in 64, 11 higher 

270 PCGS 1858 MS 64. Boldly struck with pale violet overtones. 
Population: 14 in 64, 7 higher. 
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271 PCGS 1862-S MS 61. The obverse is toned in irregular russet 
and steel-blue shades. A bold striking without any serious 
marks. Population: 3 in 61, 19 total in mint state. 

272 PCGS 1864 MS 64. Intricate, pinpoint striking details on all 
the design elements. The surfaces are smooth and basically 
undisturbed by coin-to-coin contact and the fields show die 
striations that impart a mild reflectivity. Very scarce in mint 
condition with most of the high grade examples known being 
cleaned pieces from the Guatemala hoard (of which this is not 
one). Population: 8 in 64, 6 finer. 

273 PCGS 1867-S MS 63. A satiny golden-gray example of this 
conditionally rare date, perhaps kept from a higher grade by a 
faint, planchet streak diagonally across the reverse. 

Population: 2 in 63, 1 higher. 

274 PCGS 1872-S MS 62. Much scarcer than its mintage of more 
than a half milli on would suggest, only 3 other MS 62s have 
been graded by PCGS with 2 finer and both of them are only 
MS 63. While well struck in the centers, there is some 
irregularity of detail on the peripheral stars on the obverse. 
The surfaces are a bit too dull to grade higher, but are quite 
clean and toned an even golden-gray over both sides. Trends 
$1,300 in MS 60, $3,500 in MS 63. 

275 PCGS 1873-CC Arrows MS 61. While Arrows coinage is 
much in demand as a scarce, short-lived type, the 1873-CC is 
also eagerly sought after by collectors of Carson City material. 
It is exceedingly rare in choice condition (AU and better) with 
only 3 other coins having been certified in mint state by PCGS. 
This is the only MS 61 and it is exceeded by one MS 62 and 
one MS 63. The strike on this piece is especially sharp with 
crisp details in all areas. Toned over both sides, the surfaces 
are a bit too dull to grade higher, nevertheless, this is a solid 
mint state example of this rare and highly desirable Arrows 
issue. Trends $5,000 in MS 60. 

276 NGC 1889 MS 65. Sharply struck with semi-prooflike fields 
beneath the multicolored toning that covers both sides. A 
pleasing example of this low mintage half. Population: 3 in 65, 

1 finer. 


PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

277 PCGS 1857 PR 64. An important early proof Seated half. 
Struck before the larger commercial mintages that began the 
following year, the 1857 was struck in an unknown quantity 
with an estimated 20-25 pieces believed still extant. This is a 
deeply mirrored proof whose polished fields flash forcefully 
through the deep layers of toning on each side. Population: 4 
in 64, none are finer. 

278 PCGS 1859 PR 65. Although the official mintage figure for 
proofs of this year was 800 pieces, far fewer were actually 
released as many were melted at year's end as unsold. 
According to the most recent data from PCGS only 4 coins 
have been so graded with another 3 in higher conditions. This 
is an incredibly lovely coin that exhibits deeply reflective, 
mirrored fields and pinpoint str ikin g details. Deeply toned 
over both sides in shades of blue, lavender, gray, and pale 
rose, there are few contact marks to disturb the viewer's 
attention. 


being oppressive. Fully struck on the obverse, there is a slight 
softness of details on the plumage of the eagle, similar tp the 
softness seen on some proof dollars of this date. Population: 24 
in 64, 10 finer. 

280 PCGS 1873 No Arrows PR 63. Even though it has a few stray 
hairlines to keep it from grading higher, this coin represents 
an excellent value in a proof No Arrows half dollar. The fields 
are highly reflective and there is a heavy frosting on the 
devices, giving the coin a white on black cameoed appearance. 
Almost completely'brilfiant, there is, however, a fight bit of 
golden color on each side, mostly concentrated around the 
rims. Population: 12 in 63, 20 finer. 

281 NGC 1874 Arrows PR 64. Highly reflective beneath a subtle 
violet toning, with flashes of blue iridescence about the date. 
Very important as a choice example of this two-year proof 
type. Population: 21 in 64, 7 higher. 

282 PCGS 1879 PR 64. Breen-5026, Split Berry Above H. Always a 
popular date because of the very low mintage of business 
strikes, proof 1879 halves are more available than business 
strikes, and therefore, a more reasonably priced alternative 
for the date collector. The lavender centers of this piece are 
surrounded by a pronounced ring of blue at the rim, most 
noticeable on the reverse. Excellent reflectivity in the fields. 

283 PCGS 1883 PR 64. Untoned with just a bit of fight haze in the 
obverse fields. A popular, low mintage date with much cameo 
contrast on each side. 

284 PCGS 1883 PR 64. The shimmering, reflective fields have 
taken on a layer of steely-blue patina with the devices showing 
a mildly contrasting silvery-pink color. As a proof, the 1883 is 
all the more popular because of the lack of business strikes. 

285 PCGS 1884 PR 63. Watery surfaces toned a pale violet, even 
fighter on the reverse. Popular low total mintage date. 

286 NGC 1885 PR 63. Brightly mirrored with a few stray hairlines 
in the fields, and showing virtually untoned centers 
surrounded by blue-violet and brown toning at the rims. 

287 NGC 1886 PR 63. This brightly reflective proof has attractive 
peripheral color and shows a few hairlines in the fields. 
However, it is primarily kept from a higher grade by extensive 
planchet flaking seen on the reverse. Quite an unusual 
occurrence on a proof coin. 

288 PCGS 1887 PR 64. A moderately reflective proof half that has 
fight gray-tan centers with a t hin ring of blue at the margins. 
A scarcer, low mintage issue with only 5,000 business strikes 
produced, making the 710 proofs all the more desirable. 

289 PCGS 1888 PR 63. The fight, almost untoned, centers deepen 
to a rich golden-brown toward the rims. A premium example 
for the grade. 

290 PCGS 1889 PR 64. Bright surfaces with highly reflective fields 
and showing just a touch of fight hazy color on each side. 

291 NGC 1889 PR 64. Almost totally brilliant with just the 
slightest bit of hazy speckled color in the center of the reverse. 
A very flashy coin.

NGC 1870 PR 64. The rich rose centers give way to a 
translucent blue at the margins of each side and the mirrored 
fields provide a brightness that keeps the depth of color from 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 
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292 PCGS 1892 MS 64. Fully struck with shimmering mint luster 
and toned in rich layers of golden, rose, and gray on the 
obverse with an almost brilliant reverse. Sharp looking coin. 

293 NGC 1892 MS 65. As a first year of issue, 1892 halves are 
always of interest to type collectors. This is certainly a 
handsome piece with its multicolored toning and swirling mint 
luster. Fully struck and a solid gem coin in all respects. 

294 NGC 1894 MS 65. The dark leaden centers are surrounded by 
a bright multicolored iridescence at the rims. Fully struck and 
a coin with a look of unquestioned originality. Population: 7 in 
65, none finer. 

295 PCGS 1906 MS 62. Layers of gray-lilac and rose patina with a 
few wispy slide marks on the cheek. 

296 PCGS 1909 MS 64. Very frosty with traces of fight golden 
toning across the obverse. This virtual gem specimen would 
look great in a high grade type set. 

297 PCGS 1910 MS 66. An impeccably preserved specimen, boldly 
detailed in all areas and showing just a whisper of golden 
color. The low mintage 1910 has actually shown up more often 
in uncirculated grades than other higher mintage dates from 
this series, but gems remain very elusive. To date, this is the 
only MS 66 graded by PCGS, with none higher. 

298 PCGS 1911-S MS 64. Original silvery-gray color, deeper on 
the reverse and with specks of golden-orange toning 
surrounding the peripheral devices on the obverse. 

Population: 10 in 64, 4 higher. 

299 PCGS 1914 MS 65. Vibrant, satiny white surfaces that look 
as though they could have been struck last week. The 1914 
Barber half dollar sports the lowest mintage of any date in the 
series and demands a premium in all grades. As a gem, this 
fully brilliant specimen is the only MS 65 graded by PCGS, 
with none higher. 


PROOF BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

300 PCGS 1893 PR 65. A brilliant gem proof half whose devices 
exhibit considerable mint frost and contrast heavily against 
the depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields. Strong eye 
appeal on this early proof. The only mentionable ripple in the 
surface of the coin is a long, squiggly mark on the face of 
liberty where a piece of thread apparently fell onto the 
planchet before striking and its outline was impressed into the 
surface of the finished coin. Not really detracting, just 
interesting and worthy of note. Population: 18 in 65, 23 finer. 

301 PCGS 1897 PR 62. Lightly toned and hairlined. 

302 PCGS 1900 PR 65. Unfathomably deep mirrors in the fields, 
so deep that they are little affected by the strong violet and 
blue toning that covers both sides. A majestic, toned gem proof 
of this popular turn-of-the-century date. 

303 PCGS 1902 PR 64. Deep watery mirrors with only a bit of 
milky patina visible across the obverse. The reverse is 
completely brilliant. 

304 PCGS 1909 PR 65. An impressive coin for the collector 
seeking an all brilliant example for a type set. The fields have 
an unfathomable depth of reflectivity and there is just the 
slightest hin t of frost on the devices. 


305 NGC 1911 PR 65. The fields of this coin have myriad speckles 
and splashes of various colors, all deep in hue, while the 
devices tend to be monochromatic. The fields are also deeply 
mirrored and the flash therein brighten and enliven the 
darker colors layered over each side. An attractive toned gem 

306 PCGS 1913 PR 64. An utterly reflective specimen, toned a 
uniform golden-lilac on the reverse. Proofs of this date enjoy 
added price pressure due to the scarcity of business strikes. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

307 NGC 1916-D MS 65. Well struck in the center of the obverse 
but a bit weak on the eagle's plumage on the reverse. An 
original coin with medium color that deepens to charcoal 
around the devices. Satiny luster and showing little of the 
granularity often seen on these early issues. 

308 NGC 1917-S Reverse MS 64. Sharply struck and originally 
toned with bright satin-like luster and only showing a few tiny 
marks beneath the color. 

309 NGC 1918 MS 65. Fully struck with superb frosty luster. 

Toned on the obverse with a brilliant reverse. 

310 NGC 1918-D MS 64. A scarce early Walker above MS 63, this 
piece has the usual soft strike in the centers, but the surfaces 
are clean and lustrous with lovely golden-gray toning. 
Population: 29 in 64, 5 finer. 

311 PCGS 1921-D MS 60. This coin should see much interest at 
lot viewing and on the auction floor. Its mintage of only 
208,000 gives one a good indication of the rarity of the issue. It 
is, in fact, one of the key dates in the series and very difficult 
to locate above XF, with MS 60 pieces rating a solid R-5. This 
coin is basically untoned and very well struck throughout. 
There are a few small abrasions on the obverse that appear to 
be the only reason the coin does not technically grade higher 
for it certainly has the look of a finer piece. Trends: $2,600. 

312 NGC 1935 MS 65. Full strike. 

313 NGC 1936-D MS 65. Soft, frosted luster. 

314 PCGS 1940 MS 64, beautifully toned; PCGS 1941-S MS 64, 
sharply struck and untoned; NGC 1944-D MS 65, deep 
peripheral color; NGC 1944-D MS 65, fully struck and 
brilliant; (2) NGC 1945-D MS 65, creamy luster; and a PCGS 
1953-S MS 65, frosty luster. (Total: 7 coins) 

315 NGC 1941-D half dollar MS 65, brilliant; 1943-S half dollar MS 
65, fully struck with a touch of light color; 1944-S half dollar 
MS 64, brilliant with an above average strike; and an 1898-0 
dollar MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike, deeply reflective with just 
the faintest bit of peripheral color. (Total: 4 coins) 

316 PCGS 1943-D MS 66, superb luster with fight pastel toning; 
PCGS 1947-D MS 66, sharply struck with deep multicolored 
toning; and an NGC 1947-D MS 66, fully struck with beautiful 
blue-lilac and golden-rose toning. All-are ex: Superior, 5/93, 
flips accompany. (Total- 3 coins) 

317 NGC 1944-S MS 65. Brilliant and well struck with only the 
slightest softness of strike on the hand and upper skirt lines. A 
scarce item in strictly gem condition. 

318 NGC 1945 half MS 65, brilliant; NGC 1946-D half MS 65, 
peripheral color; NGC 1947-D half MS 65, blazing white 
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luster; PCGS 1954-S half MS 64; PCGS 1958 half MS 66, light 
mint, set toning; and a PCGS 1986-W gold eagle PR 67. (Total: 
6 coins) 


PROOF WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

319 PCGS 1937 PR 66. An outstanding and original example of 
this scarcer early proof Walker. The obverse is rather deeply 
toned about the periphery in shades of blue and golden-brown 
while the reverse has just a hint of light patina about the rim 
with a clear center. 

320 PCGS 1942 PR 66. Seemingly perfect surfaces; most of the 
coin is br illian t, but there is an occasional bit of color noted in 
the fields. 


FRANKLIN HALF DOLLAR 

321 NGC 1956 MS 65, five pieces, all are similarly toned, 

suggesting the same source, with speckled gray-olive and 
russet to nin g. An interesting lot. (Total: 5 coins) 


PROOF FRANKLIN HALF DOLLARS 

322 NGC 1960 PR 67, five pieces, all show light color. (Total: 5 
coins) 

323 NGC 1962 Cameo PR 68. A superb proof Franklin. 


EARLY DOLLARS 

324 NGC 1795 Flowing Hair XF 40. B-l, R.3. A pleasing and 
problem-free early dollar with light rub showing on the 
highpoints of each side. The surfaces are remarkably free from 
abrasions and there are no adjustment marks on either side. 
Toned a moderate blue-gray with golden and rose undertones 
Trends $3,900. 

325 PCGS 1796 VF 30. B-5a. Immediately recognizable by the die 
lump from the right top of the I that extends onto the curve of 
the C in AMERICA. There are several crisscrossing 
adjustment marks in the center of the obverse and both sides 
are covered with multiple layers of deep violet, blue, and 
russet toning. 

326 PCGS 1798 Large Eagle Fine 12. B-23, R.3. Untoned, the 
surfaces show several crisscrossing adjustment marks in the 
center of the reverse, and there is a small clump of carbon on 
the obverse rim at 6 o'clock. Trends $450. 

327 PCGS 1799 VG 10. B-13, R.6. Identifiable by the die flaws 
around the E in STATES and others beneath the lower two 
stars on the right. The deep, hazy gray patina has undertones 
of crimson, yellow, and apple-green. A lower grade example of 
this scarce variety. 

328 PCGS 1800 AU 50. B-12, R.2. Distinguished by the double 
punched R in LIBERTY, the die dot in the lower portion of the 
E in UNITED, and the comma-like flaw on the E in 
AMERICA. Well struck and perfectly centered with no 
adjustment marks or obvious surface marks. Gray-lilac toning 
with deep green accents on the highest portions of the design. 
Trends $3,800. 


SEATED DOLLARS 

329 NGC 1842 AU 53. Clean overall with deep speckled toning on 
each side."Some softness of strike is noted, especially on the 
reverse. Trends $515 in AU 50. 

330 PCGS 1844 MS 60. A rare coin in any grade with a mintage of 
only 20,000 pieces. In mint condition this date is very rare 
with only 7 pieces certified in all grades. This is a rather 
attractive coin whose fields are semi-prooflike, as often seen 
on early Seated dollars, and the strike is well brought up in all 
areas. There are several horizontal grease stains (as struck) 
on each side, but these tend to blend in rather well with the 
streaky russet toning. Lightly marked. 

331 PCGS 1845 MS 60. Milky gray surfaces, almost prooflike in 
their appearance and free of substantial abrasions. Close 
inspection does reveal some hairlining on either side. Just 
24,500 examples of this date were struck and anything above 
XF can be considered rare. In fact, this is the only mint state 
coin graded by PCGS! 

332 PCGS 1872-S AU 55. A very rare Seated dollar with a 
mintage of only 9,000 pieces. Not only was this issue heavy 
circulated (of those that were released), but presumably the 
coins that remained in the mint were melted along with many 
others after April 1873. There are only a small handful of 
uncirculated coins known of this issue and examples are rare 
above the Fine level. This is among the finer specimens 
known. There is slight evidence of friction in the fields and on 
the highpoints of the devices with some luster still remaining 
in the more protected areas. The surfaces are generally clean, 
but there is a distinctive scratch across the knees of Liberty 
that extends into the right obverse field. Light gray-olive color 
on the obverse with a golden-brown reverse. Trends $2,900 in 
AU 50, $8,500 in MS 60. 


PROOF SEATED DOLLARS 

333 PCGS 1859 PR 63. Scarcer than the mintage of 800 suggests 
as many were melted at year's end as unsold. This is certainly 
a fine looking proof. The fields are deeply mirrored and there 
are no areas of softness in the strike. The surfaces are light in 
color, quite clean overall, and clearly suggestive of a higher 
grade. 

334 PCGS 1867 PR 63. Deeply mirrored fields and fully struck in 
all areas with a gray-golden to nin g over both sides. A pleasing 
coin for the grade with no mentionable surface marks. 

335 NGC 1868 PR 63. A lightly toned cameo, highlighted in 
colorful shades of blue and violet iridescence. Population: 13 in 
63. 


TRADE DOLLARS 

336 PCGS 1873-S MS 64. Frosty, boldly struck surfaces, toned a 
delicate violet color throughout and with deeper reddish- 
brown and sea-green highlights in the protected areas of the 
obverse. This first year S-mint issue is seldom found in 
uncirculated grades, with most of those grading MS 63 or less. 
Population: 6 in 64, 2 higher. 

337 PCGS 1874-S MS 63. Frosty surfaces with a milky gray patina 
covering the obverse and splashes of rose coloration on the 
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reverse. Scarce in mint state and almost nonexistent as a gem. 
Population: 11 in 63, 4 higher. 


MORGAN DOLLARS 

338 PCGS 1878 8TF MS 65. Brilliant and sharply struck with 
excellent luster. A pleasing example of this scarce, low 
mintage early dollar. 

339 NGC 1878 8TF MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Brilliant with a 
mild contrast. 

340 PCGS 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64. Brilliant with 
excellent cartwheel luster. 

341 PCGS 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 65, brilliant except for a 
crescent of lemon-yellow color around the rim on each side; 
and an 1888 MS 66, fully struck and brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

342 NGC 1878 7/8TF MS 65. A very scarce Morgan to locate in 
strict gem condition. This is a well struck coin with full mint 
bloom and a trace of semi-reflectiveness in the fields. Lightly 
marked on the obverse. Population: 15 in 65, 1 finer. 

343 PCGS 1878-CC MS 64, full strike; NGC 1885-S MS 64 
Prooflike, a brilliant and flashy example of this scarce and 
popular Redfield date that shows minimal abrasions; PCGS 
1900 MS 63; NGC 1923-S MS 64, slightly granular and 
showing very fight color; NGC 1934-D MS 64, well struck with 
satiny luster; and an NGC 1935-S MS 64, a fully struck 
borderline gem coin that must be seen to be fully appreciated.

344 PCGS 1878-CC MS 65, gorgeous reddish-orange toning that is 
deeper peripherally; and an 1882-CC MS 65, satiny and mostly 
brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

345 NGC 1878-S MS 65 Prooflike, golden-rose and sea-green 
toning; and (2) 1902-0 MS 65 Prooffikes, similarly toned coins 
with excellent reflectivity in the fields. (Total: 3 coins)

Superb luster and flashy overall 
surfaces, a remarkably attractive coin for a New Orleans 
product. Fully struck with only a few small obverse marks and

355 NGC 1881-0 MS 65. Fully struck with lovely frosted luster. A 
truly lovely example of this important condition rarity. 

356 PCGS 1881-S MS 65, beautiful end-of-the-roll toning on the 
obverse; 1882-CC MS 65, mostly brilliant still with soft, 
creamy luster; and an 1883-0 MS 65, nicely toned on the 
reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

357 PCGS 1881-S MS 65, rainbow toned in an end-of-the-roll 
manner; 1884 MS 65, satiny and well struck; and an 1898 MS 
65, full strike. (Total: 3 coins) 

358 NGC 1881-S MS 66. Exquisite multi-colored rainbow toning 
covers about 75% of the obverse, and a small portion of the 
reverse. 

359 NGC 1881-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike; PCGS 1882-0 MS 
64, light golden patina; PCGS 1886-S MS 61, heavy obverse 
abrasions; and a PCGS 1899 MS 63, fight obverse color. (Total:

360 NGC 1881-S MS 67 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Awesome 
quality in a Morgan dollar. Nearly perfect surfaces and 
brilliant except for a slight tinge of peripheral color on each 
side. The dies were heavily lapped prior to striking, and the 
lapping was so complete that some of the outer portions of the 
eagle were polished as well, leaving an interior of mint frost. 

An interesting coin and a beautiful one as well. 

361 ANACS 1882-CC MS 63 Prooflike. Good field depth with a 
fight frosting on the devices. Typically bagmarked, as are most 
63 prooffikes. 

362 PCGS 1882-0 MS 64, untoned; NGC 1922-D MS 64, fully 
struck with frosty luster; and a PCGS 1927-D MS 63, fully 
struck with thick satiny luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

363 PCGS 1882-S MS 67. Dazzling mint bloom, the fields are semi- 
prooffike and show a few die striations. Quite an impressive 
type coin. 

364 NGC 1882-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A very impressive 
deep mirror prooflike that has surprisingly clean surfaces. 
There is really no color on the obverse and the reverse shows 
just a bit of golden and blue patina around the devices and 
rim. 

365 PCGS 1883 MS 65, two pieces, both show faint peripheral 
color and strong strikes; 1884-CC MS 65, brilliant and semi- 
prooffike; and a 1900 MS 65, satiny with fight gray patina.

369 PCGS 1884-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Full, intricate 
striking details with unfathomably deep mirrors and chalky 
mint frost on the obverse devices. 

370 ANACS 1884-S AU 50. An affordable alternative to the 
notoriously expensive mint state example. This piece displays 
some flashy semi-prooflikeness in the fields with telltale signs 
of han dlin g over each side. 

371 ANACS 1885-CC MS 62. Well struck but rather extensively 
abraded. 

372 PCGS 1886-S MS 62, brilliant with a couple of cosmetically 
tragic marks on the face of Liberty; 1887-S MS 62, light color; 
and an 1888-S MS 62 Prooflike, dazzling white surfaces. A trio 
of scarcer Redfield S-mints. (Total: 3 coins) 

373 NGC 1888 MS 65. Well struck with golden and gray-lilac 
to nin g over both sides. 

374 PCGS 1888-0 MS 65. A clean-cheeked specimen, frosty white 
and quite sharp for the date. 

375 PCGS 1889-0 MS 64. A fairly typical example of this scarce 
issue in this grade: the strike is soft in the centers and there is 
heavy metal flow toward the rims, which would indicate 
improper basining of the dies. Excellent luster and minimally 
abraded. 

376 NGC 1890 MS 65. A rare grade for this otherwise fairly 
common silver dollar. The sparkling luster is covered with 
layer upon layer of gray, rose, cinnamon, and blue toning. Not 
quite completely struck up in the centers, but a remarkably 
clean coin.

379 PCGS 1892-S XF 45. A lightly circulated example of this rare, 
key date Morgan dollar. An original coin with fight gray patina 
and ample evidence of handling for a short amount of time in 
the channels of commerce, with a milling mark in front of the 
ear being the only distracting blemish. 


380 PCGS 1893 MS 63. Very sharply struck with good luster and. 

fight color. A pleasing coin for this better date dollar. , 

381 PCGS 1893-0 MS 62. Better struck than most survivors of this 
scarce issue? There are a number of small abrasions on the 
obverse and both sides are toned a hazy gray-golden. 

382 PCGS 1893-0 MS 62. A very scarce date with only 300,000 
pieces struck. Typical for the issue, the centers are softly 
defined probably from improperly basined dies, and the luster 
is bright and satiny: 

383 PCGS 1895-0 AU 53. Light, even toning and showing no 
obvious or detracting marks. A pleasing example of this rare, 
key date issue. 

384 NGC 1898-0 MS 66. Superb surfaces overall with bright, 
coruscating luster. There are virtually no abrasions on either 
side and the coin is brilliant except for the slightest bit of 
peripheral golden color on the obverse. The only flaw we can 
fin d is a slight softness of strike in the centers. 

385 PCGS 1899 MS 65. Virtually untoned, just showing the 
slightest gray patina and really presenting as a brilliant coin.

Well struck and showing much 
frost on the devices, and, like the MS 65 PL above, the coin 
shows heavy die polishing marks that were responsible for the 
deep reflectivity seen in the fields. Population: 5 in 64, 2 finer. 

392 NGC 1921-D MS 65 Prooflike. An unusual find with 
prooffike fields and in gem condition. Brilliant throughout and 
showing good frost on the device of Liberty with myriad 
crisscrossing die polishing marks in the fields. Population: 9 in 
65, none finer. 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

393 PCGS 1883 PR 64. An impressive proof Morgan with no 

mentionable flaws. There is a fight golden-rose and lilac tone 
on each side, but this color does not obscure the bottomless 
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depth of reflectivity in the fields or the mild cameo contrast 
seen between the fields and devices. 

394 NGC 1883 PR 66. An eye-popping gem specimen that 
combines fresh, h airlin e-free surfaces with appealing contrast 
between the fields and the devices. Faint golden color is seen 
across the reverse. Population: 7 in 66, 2 higher. 

395 PCGS 1884 PR 65. An exquisite proof Morgan. The fields are 
deeply reflective, mirrored pools with modestly contrasting 
cameoed devices. Both sides show a light golden-brown patina 
that does not subdue the strong overall eye appeal of this 
lovely type coin. Population: 19 in 65, 10 finer. 

396 NGC 1901 PR 65. Mottled iridescent toning handsomely 
overlays the mirror surfaces of this original, well preserved 
specimen. The scarcity of choice business strikes increases the 
demand for high grade proofs of this date.

397 NGC 1921 MS 64. A lightly toned example of this scarce one- 
year type coin, the only silver dollar ever struck in high relief. 
Slightly soft in the centers, as usual, with just a few small, 
inoffensive abrasions. 

398 NGC 1922 MS 65. Fully struck with deep mottled toning and 
strong underlying luster 

399 NGC 1922-S MS 64. Brilliant with flashy mint luster and 
showing the usual lack of highpoint detail in the centers. Still, 
a clean and attractive example of this scarcer mintmarked 
Peace dollar. 


400 PCGS 1926 MS 65. A virtually flawless obverse, with only a 
few tiny marks on the reverse. Brilliant, and extremely 
lustrous. 

401 PCGS 1927 MS 65. Well struck and essentially untoned. A 
pleasing example of this popular, low mintage date.

Good luster with the small, widespread 
abrasions one would expect from an MS 63.

407 NGC 1955 Proof Set PR 68. Each of the five coins is graded PR 
68 and each is untoned and seemingly flawless. A superb set. 
(Total: 5 coins) 


COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

408 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 63. The obverse 
displays considerable prooflike qualities while a milky patina 
subdues the reverse. 

409 NGC 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 65. 

Sparkling mint brilliance with bold features and a near 
absence of surface marks. Flashy and solidly in the gem 
column. 

410 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 65. Razor 
sharp with more of a satiny finish than the preceding gem and 
a soft greenish-gold tint about the lettering. 

411 NGC 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 65. Superb 
luster and virtually unabraded except for a couple of small 
marks on the lower reverse.

453 PCGS 1849 MS 62; and an 1853 MS 62. A few light hairlines 
and marks consistent with the grade.

Semi-prooflike and free of significant 
abrasions. Quite scarce in all grades, the low-mintage (5,925 
pcs.) 1859 is extremely elusive as a gem. Population: 5 in 65, 6 
higher. 

466 NGC 1871 MS 63. Fully prooflike, accentuating the wispy 
h airlin es in the fields. The 1871 gold dollar boasts a tiny 
mintage of 3,930 pieces and can be considered scarce in any 
grade. Population: 4 in 63, 8 higher. 


467 NGC 1873 Open 3 MS 65. Blazing mint luster with splashes 
of orange color here and there over both sides. Examples of 
this date in lesser grades of uncirculated are readily , 
obtainable, but gems are rare in the strictest sense. 
Population: 6 in 65, none higher. 

468 PCGS 1888 MS 63. The surfaces are somewhat prooflike, 
though the reflectivity is obscured by some cloudiness. 

469 PCGS 1888 MS 64. Well struck and lustrous. 

470 PCGS 1889 MS 63. Reflective surfaces with a few dark toning 
spots around the obverse periphery. 

471 PCGS 1889 MS 66. Free of noticeable blemishes, with an 
original, satiny appearance. Superb examples of this date 
come on the market with some regularity and, as such, are 
popular with type collectors. 

472 PCGS 1889 MS 67. A superb gold dollar that has incredibly 
lovely rose and olive-green color intermixed over both sides. A 
seemingly perfect type coin with very strong eye appeal. 
Population: 23 in 67, none finer. 


PROOF GOLD DOLLARS 

473 PCGS 1866 PR 64. A stunning two-toned specimen, one of a 
mere 30 proofs struck for collectors, with less than half that 
amount surviving today. The color and eye appeal of this rare 
gold dollar proof are the equal of most gems. The only 
distraction we could find is a trivial pinpoint mark below the R 
in AMERICA. Population: 3 in 64, 5 higher. 

474 NGC 1880 PR 62. Brilliant, razor sharp surfaces. A very rare 
date in proof, one just 36 pieces issued. Since most business 
strikes display full prooflike brilliance, the number of proof 
1880 gold dollars available has been exaggerated for many 
years. In reality, their numbers may be less than two dozen 
coins. Population: 1 in 62, 5 higher. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

475 PCGS 1851 MS 62. While it would be difficult to argue that 
this is a rare date in mint state, it is, however, a significant 
coin as early Coronet quarter eagles are so difficult to locate in 
uncirculated grades compared to their later (especially post- 
1900) counterparts. Sharply struck and fully lustrous with rich 
orange-gold color and only trivial marks on either side. 
Population: 15 in 62, 12 finer. 

476 PCGS 1852-C XF 40. A scarce coin in all grades and one that 
is rarely seen above the XF level. This piece shows the usual 
softness in the centers (especially the reverse), but does not 
suffer from the usual planchet problems or heavy abrasions. 
Deep reddish-gold color. Trends $1,700. 

477 NGC 1856-0 AU 50. An elusive issue in all grades and an 
important condition rarity in XF or better. This is a pleasing 
example whose surfaces have a fight olive tint and a hint of 
semi-prooflikeness in the fields. The strike is strong with only 
slight softness on the eagle. Trends $2,600. 

478 NGC 1859-D AU 60. Rare final year of issue for Dahlonega 
quarter eagles, with as few as 60 pieces estimated to have 
survived from a tiny mintage of 2,244 coins. The surfaces are 
bright and lustrous, displaying only a minor amount of 
softness in the centers. Trends $7,500. 
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479 PCGS 1860-C XF 40. Often poorly produced, this '60-C 
quarter eagle exhibits a decent strike throughout and shows 
only a touch of planchet flaking to the left of the eagle. Trends 
$1,600. 

480 NGC 1862/1 AU 58. An essentially mint state coin and, as 
such, among the finest known examples of this very scarce 
overdate, discovered by Aubry Bebee in 1962. There have been 
no uncirculated examples certified by either major service, 
making this piece the highest yet graded. Trends $5,350 in AU 
50, unpriced in MS 60. 

481 PCGS 1866-S VF 30; 1869-S VF 30, minor softness in the 
centers; and an 1879-S VF 30, traces of luster in the protected 
areas. All are affordable, evenly worn examples of these 
conditionally scarce quarter eagles. (Total: 3 coins) 

482 NGC 1868 AU 58. Only minimally worn, displaying ample 
prooflike qualities in the fields. Just 3,600 pieces were minted, 
with most survivors in the XF 40 to AU 50 range. Mint state 
examples are very scarce. Trends $1,025 in AU 50, $3,100 in 
MS 60. 

483 NGC 1872-S XF 40. Lustrous, but fairly weak in the centers 
for this scarcer S-mint quarter eagle, one of 18,000 pieces 
minted. Trends $550. 

484 PCGS 1875-S XF 40. A scarcer Coronet quarter eagle with 
only 11,600 pieces struck and often seen weak in the centers, 
although this piece has minimal lack of definition in that area. 
There are a few shallow pinscratches in the obverse fields and 
a couple of tiny facial abrasions. Deep orange-gold color. 
Trends $430. 

485 PCGS 1877 AU 50. Mildly prooflike under layers of golden- 
orange toning. The 1877 is easily distinguishable as a scarce 
date, being one of just 1,632 pieces struck for circulation. 
Trends $1,600. 

486 PCGS 1878 MS 63. Frosty and original, with an attractive 
pinkish-gold tint. The 1878 is not overly scarce as a date in 
mint state, but enjoys added popularity because it is some 20- 
30 years older than most uncirculated Liberty quarter eagles. 

487 PCGS 1892 MS 64. Sharply struck with a lovely 
intermingling of pinkish-rose and deep orange color on each 
side. 

488 PCGS 1893 MS 65. Bright, glistening mint luster and a fully 
struck coin in all areas with no distracting marks. A lovely, 
high-end gem type coin. Population: 12 in 65, 5 finer. 

489 NGC 1893 MS 66. Satiny and impeccably preserved, with 
pinpoint striking in aU areas. The low-mintage 1893 is a far 
scarcer date in all mint state grades than the higher 
production 20th century issues, becoming particularly 
noticeable as the grade exceeds MS 64. Population: 2 in 66, 
none higher. 

490 NGC 1897 MS 64. Sharply struck with deep reddish-coppery 
color and absolute minimal abrasions. 

491 NGC 1898 MS 65. Apristine golden-orange specimen, satiny 
in texture and void of any noticeable distractions. Population: 
19 in 65, 6 higher. 

492 PCGS 1899 MS 63. Fully defined with a shimmering mint 
brilliance. 


493 PCGS 1903 MS 63; two pieces. Some copper spotting is evident 
on both pieces, though each has fine luster. (Total: 2 coins) 

494 PCGS 190TMS 65. Vibrant, fully struck surfaces, exceedingly 
lustrous and obviously original. An ideal type coin for the 
collector looking for eye appeal along with quality. 

495 PCGS 1903 MS 65. A second gem of this date, more satiny in 
appearance and perhaps not quite as sharply defined. 

496 PCGS 1904 MS 61. Unlisted as such in the Breen reference, 
the reverse is noticeably doubled. This appears to be machine 
doubling and we suspect that others may appear once 
collectors begin to inspect their coins. 

497 PCGS 1904 MS 63. Well struck, with bright luster. 

498 PCGS 1904 MS 66. Astonishing quality in a Coronet quarter 
eagle. The coin is virtually perfect, only a tiny mark on the 
lower jawline prevents an even higher designation. The luster 
is superb, swirling around the surfaces as it is angled beneath 
a light and showing a lovely orange-gold patina with a faint 
trace of olive at the rims. Population: 32 in 66, 6 finer. 

499 PCGS 1905 MS 64. Well struck, with lovely, satiny surfaces. 

500 NGC 1906 MS 65. A razor sharp, satiny gem, free of any 
appreciable surface blemishes. 

501 PCGS 1907 $2 1/2 AU 58; NGC 1914 $2 1/2 MS 62; PCGS 
1909-D $5 AU 58; and a PCGS 1912 $5 AU 50. All are decent, 
problem-free examples. (Total: 4 coins) 

502 PCGS 1907 MS 62. Sharply struck with a few scattered marks. 

503 PCGS 1907 MS 65. Shimmering luster with rich golden color. 


PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLE 

504 NGC 1907 PR 66. A deeply mirrored proof that does actually 
show some mild cameo contrast on each side, a rather unusual 
occurrence as contrast is rarely seen on proofs after 1901, 
probably as a result of the mint's conversion to gas powered 
furnaces in 1901-02. The surfaces are seemingly free from 
contact marks and the overall eye appeal is very pronounced 
on this final year of issue in the Liberty quarter eagle series. 
Population: 2 in 66, none finer. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

505 PCGS 1908 MS 63. Rich orange-gold color. 

506 PCGS 1908 MS 64. The obverse is of full gem quality, only a 
few small reverse marks prevent a higher grade. A true 
premium quality type coin. 

507 PCGS 1908 MS 65. A lovely example of this first year of issue 
that is remarkably clean and possessed of a rich orange-gold 
color. Trends $6,000. 

508 NGC 1909 MS 64. Fully struck, the coin has a rich orange- 
gold color overall with deep red in the fields. 

509 PCGS 1909 MS 64. Rich, orange-gold color. 
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510 NGC 1910 MS 60. 

511 PCGS 1910 MS 62, two pieces, well struck with similar 
orange-gold color. (Total: 2 coins) 

512 NGC 1910 MS 64. Sparkling mint luster with lovely reddish- 
orange color and only the slightest marks. 

513 PCGS 1910 MS 64. The matte-like surfaces have a pleasing 
satiny texture and the reddish-orange color is intermixed with 
olive-green giving a pleasing appearance. 

514 PCGS 1911 MS 64. Fully struck with clean surfaces, but the 
real story here is the fantastic interplay of color between the 
bright yellow-gold and deep orange-red over both sides. A 
visually interesting coin. 

515 PCGS 1911 MS 64. Indian quarter eagles are a rare find in 
this condition because of the incuse design they were struck 
in. Bringing the fields up as the highest portion of the coin 
made them especially susceptible to abrasions. This is a lovely 
piece that must look very near to the way it did in the year of 
issue. Fully struck and showing no meaningful abrasions, the 
surfaces are a lustrous fight reddish-golden. 


516 PCGS 1911-D MS 60. A rare mint state example of this key 
date issue in the Indian quarter eagle series. Deep reddish- 
coppery color and showing a small grease stain (as struck) in 
the middle of the reverse. The mintmark is well defined. 

Trends $2,950. 

517 PCGS 1911-D MS 61. Sharply defined features. 

518 PCGS 1911-D MS 62. Fully lustrous with a strong overlay of 
rich reddish-coppery color on each side. The mintmark is 
strong and the strike overall is well brought up in all areas. A 
scarce mint state example of this rare key date issue. 

519 PCGS 1911-D MS 62. The bright, lustrous surfaces show a 
few small, scattered abrasions, but overall this is a very 
pleasing mint state specimen of this rare, low mintage issue. 
Well struck with a sharp mintmark 

520 PCGS 1912 MS 63. A nice coin for the grade with bright 
lustrous surfaces and attractive light yellow-gold color. 

521 PCGS 1912 MS 63. Well struck and nice for the grade. 

522 PCGS 1912 MS 63. Bright satiny surfaces. 

523 PCGS 1913 MS 63. Sharply struck. 

524 PCGS 1913 MS 64. Sparkling lustrous surfaces with a lovely 
mixture of reddish-gold and olive-green patina. 

525 NGC 1914 MS 62, a scarce semi-key issue that is more elusive 
and more costly than the 1914-D, sharply defined and 
attractive; NGC 1915 MS 61, bright surfaces; and an NGC 
1928 MS 62, deep reddish-coppery color. (Total. 3 coins) 

526 PCGS 1914 MS 62, well struck; 1925-D MS 62, excellent luster 
characteristics on this premium type coin; and a 1926 MS 62, 
an attractive, solid mint state coin with a few field marks. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

527 PCGS 1914 MS 62, excellent luster with a few marks on this 
scarcer date in the Indian quarter eagle series; 1914-D MS 62, 
bright pink and orange color mint frost with a few scattered 


abrasions, a very scarce issue; and a 1928 MS 62, well struck 
with fight color and good luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

528 NGC 1914 MS 63. Brightly lustrous and clean for the grade, 
held back from a higher grade by the presence of a planchet 
flake by sfa? 6 on the obverse. Scarce, key date issue. Trends 
$2,950. 

529 PCGS 1914-D MS 63. Fairly well struck with bright luster on 
the reverse. 

530 NGC 1914-D MS 63. A bold greenish-gold specimen. 

531 NGC 1915 MS 64. Clean, razor sharp surfaces that come ever 
so close to full gem quality. 

532 PCGS 1925-D MS 63. Bright yellow-gold color and a pleasing 
coin with the marks that limit the grade mostly located in the 
reverse field. 

533 PCGS 1925-D MS 64. Deep, frosty luster. 

534 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Bright and attractive, with deep, rich 
luster. 

535 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Excellent luster, with a nick on the cheek 
mentioned for accuracy. 

536 PCGS 1926 MS 64. A lovely near-gem type coin that has 
bright, sparkling mint luster and amazingly clean surfaces for 
this normally heavily bagmarked type. 

537 PCGS 1927 MS 63. A two-tone appearance, with pale gold and 
deep yellow coloration. 

538 PCGS 1927 MS 64. Good color and luster. 

539 PCGS 1928 MS 64. Very flashy in its appearance, displaying 
streaks of bright yellow-gold patina across both obverse and 
reverse. 

540 PCGS 1929 MS 61. Just a bit too baggy to grade any higher. 

541 PCGS 1929 quarter eagle MS 62; and an 1882-S half eagle MS 
62, both strong strikes. (Total: 2 coins) 

542 PCGS 1929 quarter eagle MS 62; 1908-D half eagle MS 62; 
1899 eagle MS 62; and an 1897-S double eagle MS 62. All are 
attractive, above-average pieces for the grade. (Total: 4 corns) 

543 PCGS 1929 MS 63. Richly colored with ample mint frost and 
no serious marks. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

544 NGC 1854 AU 50. Always a popular issue because of its first 
year of type status, and the only year with the small letters 
reverse, the 1854 is also one of the more available issues in the 
series. This is a pleasing coin with fight yellow-gold color, 
noticeable portions of luster clinging to the devices, and only a 
few small abrasions on either side. Trends $900. 

545 PCGS 1862 XF 45. A scarce Civil War era three-dollar with a 
mintage of only 5,750 pieces. Rarely is an 1862 seen finer than 
the present specimen. This is a well struck piece that does not 
seem to show any of the often seen field striations. An original 
coin with noticeable portions of luster still clinging to the 
devices. Trends $835 in XF 40, $1,475 in AU 50. 
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546 NGC 1878 AU 58. Lustrous and attractive with more of a soft 
strike than wear. A bargain piece that looks fully uncirculated. 

547 PCGS 1888 MS 64. A lovely example of this more commonly 
encountered date in the three-dollar gold series. Sharply 
defined in most areas with superior luster characteristics and 
smooth, nearly unblemished surfaces. Population: 50 in 64, 26 
finer. 


FOUR-DOLLAR GOLD PIECE 

548 PCGS 1879 Flowing Hair PR 64. A gorgeous example of this 
experimental design and denomination. The surfaces are 
toned a rich orange-gold and the fields are deeply reflective 
with good frost on the devices. There are no appreciable marks 
on either side and the striations that are common to the 
restrikes of 1880 are only faintly visible on this coin because of 
the deep color. A lovely, unimpaired example of this rare and 
highly sought after experimental coin. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 

549 NGC 1836 AU 58. An outstanding Classic half eagle that is 
very near mint state. The strike is strong in all areas and 
there are no objectionable marks on either side. A lovely coin 
that must be seen to be appreciated. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

550 PCGS 1840 XF 45. Narrow Mill. A scarce early Coronet five 
that is seldom seen above XF. This is a choice XF coin that has 
a distinctive reddish caste to the surfaces on each side and 
several small to medium sized abrasions. Faint traces of a 
delicate prooflike surface can still be made out surrounding 
the devices. Trends $425 in XF 40, $1,500 in AU 50. 

551 PCGS 1844-0 XF 45. An attractive example of this common 
New Orleans half eagle. The fields have a faint remnant of 
prooflikeness, the strike is sharp in most areas, and there are 
no large or objectionable marks on either side. Trends $625 in 
XF 40, $1,200 in AU 50. 

552 PCGS 1847 MS 62. This is actually an 1847/7, Breen-6570, 
but is not labeled as such on the PCGS insert. The 1847 is one 
of the more commonly encountered dates from the 1840s, even 
in mint condition, but its alleged commonness pales in 
comparison to the truly common post-1900 dates. Fully struck 
in all areas and showing a pleasing orange and olive color with 
only minor abrasions on either side. Trends $1,900 in MS 60, 
$7,500 in MS 63. Population: 6 in MS 62, 3 finer. There have 
not been any 1847/7 coins certified yet in mint state. 

553 PCGS 1852 AU 58. An attractive, near-mint example of this 
common date No Motto five. Just a bit of luster is missing in 
the fields and on the devices and the strike is quite strong in 
all areas except the eagle's neck. There are no mentionable 
abrasions on either side. Trends $360 in AU 50, $1,850 in MS 
60. 

554 PCGS 1853 MS 60. Although showing numerous small 
abrasions on each side, this is a fully uncirculated piece, and 
quite scarce as such because of the absolute scarcity of all 
early Coronet fives in mint condition. Well struck and fully 
lustrous. Trends $1,900. Population: 2 in MS 60, 11 finer. 


555 PCGS 1853-D AU 50. An attractive example of this relatively 
"common" Dahlonega half eagle. Sharply struck in all areas 
except the arrow feathers, even the leg of the eagle is sharply 
defined. Bright orange-gold color with no mentionable 
abrasions. Trends $2,050. 

556 NGC 1855 AU 50. Sharply struck with traces of mint luster 
still showing surrounding the devices. Pleasing golden-olive 
color. A more common date in the No Motto series. Trends 
$375. 

557 NGC 1856-D AU 50. A very scarce D-mint five that is 
especially elusive in AU and Uncirculated condition. The fields 
of this coin are bright and still retain much of the original 
reflectiveness. The center of each side is softly struck but the 
peripheral details are quite strong. There are a couple of 
larger field marks, the most obvious one begi nn i n g at the 
eagle's beak and terminating a the base of the A in STATES. 
Trends $3,050. 

558 PCI 1856-0 XF 40. Scratch Damage, Weak Strike. Generally 
found well struck as an issue, this piece has very soft feather 
details on the neck of the eagle. Still, a rare coin with an 
impressively low mintage of only 10,000 pieces. There are 
several crisscrossing shallow scratches in the reverse fields on 
either side of the eagle's head. Trends $2,800. Ex: 
Brilliant/Sieck Collections (B&M, 1/92), lot 2788. 

559 NGC 1862-S XF 40. This is one of the premier rarities in the 
half eagle series. Its mintage of 9,500 pieces does not begin to 
tell the tale of this date's rarity. Apparently what wasn't 
melted was heavily circulated, as XF coins are about as fine as 
one is ever likely to encounter. Only 2 AUs have been certified 
by the major services. This piece is certainly a pleasing 
specimen. The central striking details are just a bit soft on the 
reverse, elsewhere quite firmly brought up. Pleasing orange- 
gold color and showing only one mentionable abrasion: a thin, 
angling scratch on the cheek of Liberty (not nearly as obvious 
as it might sound, and only mentioned for the sake of those 
who trace pedigrees). Trends $12,000. 

560 PCGS 1879-CC VF 25. Orange-gold color and only showing a 
few scattered marks. Scarcer CC issue. Trends $650 in VF 20. 

561 PCGS 1879-S XF 45. Well struck and clean with much original 
luster re mainin g Slightly scarcer date. Trends $210 in XF 40, 
$350 in AU 50. 

562 PCGS 1880-S MS 62. Well struck with attractive color. 
Significantly scarcer in higher grades. 

563 PCGS 1880-S MS 63. Lustrous with rich reddish-orange color. 

564 PCGS 1881 MS 62; 1887-S MS 62, bright orange-gold color 
with a semi-prooflike obverse; and a 1900 MS 62, sharply 
struck with rich orange-gold color. (Total: 3 coins) 

565 PCGS 1881 MS 62, bright green-gold surfaces; 1900 MS 62, 
fully struck and at first glance appearing finer; and a 1904 MS 
62, well struck with rich orange-gold color. (Total: 3 coins) 

566 PCGS 1881-S half eagle MS 63, fully struck with good luster; 
1898-S half eagle MS 61, sharply struck, and a 1882 eagle MS 
62, sharply struck with bright mint luster and scattered 
abrasions. (Total: 3 coins) 

PCGS 1882 half eagle MS 62, pinkish centers with deeper 
orange-gold peripheries; 1913 eagle MS 62, well struck; and an 
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1898-S double eagle MS 62, fully lustrous and lightly marked. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

568 NGC 1886-S MS 62; two pieces. Both are bright, unspotted 
pieces. (Total: 2 coins) 

569 PCGS 1886-S MS 63. Sharply struck with deep orange-gold 

570 NGC 1890-CC MS 63. Sharply struck with good luster and 
few obvious abrasions. This should prove to be a popular item 
as Carson City fives are generally so scarce in mint condition 
and so needed by type collectors. Virtually unobtainable any 
finer than MS 63. Population: 6 in 63, 1 finer 

571 NGC 1891-CC AU 58. Sharply struck with almost complete 
mint luster. One of the more available CC fives. Trends $410 
in AU 50, $900 in MS 60. 

572 PCGS 1893-CC AU 50. Sharply struck with clean features and 
noticeable portions of mint luster remaining. Popular as the 
final year of production from the Carson City mint and 
moderately scarce in AU. Trends $600. 

573 NGC 1897 MS 62; 1901 MS 62; and a 1908 Liberty MS 62, all 
minimally abraded for the assigned grade. (Total: 3 coins) 

574 PCGS 1899 MS 62; 1900 MS 62; and a 1901 MS 62. The 1900 is 
bright, the other two have subdued luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

575 PCGS 1900 MS 62, full strike; 1911 MS 61; 1911 MS 62, a 
trifle softly struck but otherwise a pleasing coin; and a 1912 
MS 62, bright, lustrous surfaces with numerous small, 
scattered abrasions. (Total: 4 coins) 

576 NGC 1900 MS 63. Satiny and overall quite clean, with hints of 
yellow-gold peripheral color. 

577 PCGS 1900-S MS 64. A premium type coin that is strongly 
suggestive of a full blown gem. The surfaces Me very clean 
and problem-free, the strike is complete, and the luster is 
satiny with an attractive orange tint. 

578 NGC 1901-S MS 62. Firmly struck in the centers with a few 
small marks on each side. 

579 PCGS 1901-S MS 62; and a 1902-S MS 62. Both are quite 
lustrous, with the 1902-S displaying rich yellow-gold color. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

580 PCGS 1901-S MS 63. Fully detailed with a deep, satiny 
brilliance. 

581 PCGS 1901-S MS 63. Well struck with a deep orange-gold 
color. 

582 NGC 1902-S MS 65. An incredible gold type coin that has 
superb mint luster and subtle golden-orange color in the 
centers with pale olive accents at the peripheries. Sharply 
struck with only a few minor marks, and virtually 
unimprovable with strong overall eye appeal. Population: 16 in 
66, 2 finer. 

583 PCGS 1903-S MS 63. Toned a light greenish-gold, with 
typically sharp features. 

584 PCGS 1903-S MS 63. The color is a bit richer than the 
previous coin and the surfaces more uniformly satiny. 


585 NGC 1905-S AU 58. A scarce late date Coronet five. Sharply 

struck with much reddish color surrounding the devices. 
Trends $230 in AU 50, $950 in MS 60. •, 

586 PCGS 1905-S MS 64. One of the finest examples known of 
this scarcerlate date S-mint five. This is a very attractive coin 
with rich reddish-orange color and a full strike. Minimally 
abraded. Population: 2 in 64, 2 finer. 

587 PCGS 1906-S MS 61. A scarcer coin in mint state. Lustrous 
with good color. 

588 PCGS 1907 MS 63. Bright and lustrous. 

589 PCGS 1907 MS 63. Another select example of the date, more 
satiny in appearance but equally well struck. 

590 PCGS 1908 MS 64. Final year of issue for the Coronet design 
with an enhanced collectibility as such. Fully struck with 
superb luster characteristics and only showing a few slight 
marks on the obverse.

591 PCGS 1896 PR 65. A scarce date as a proof. Only 103 proofs 
were struck and today perhaps a third of that number still 
exist. This is a stunning white on black cameoed piece whose 
peerless fields have an unfathomable depth of mirrored 
reflectivity. The devices are heavily frosted and neither 
devices nor fields show any noticeable contact marks. An 
outstanding piece of proof gold. Population: 4 in 65, 1 finer. 

592 PCGS 1907 PR 62. Only 92 proofs were struck of this date 
and today far fewer are known to still be in collector's hands. 
While this coin may not have a high technical grade, it does, 
however, have a better Took" than its grade might indicate. 
Lightly hairlined in the fields, the fields are still deeply 
reflective, but as with most post-1901 proofs, there is no 
contrast between fields and devices. Population: 4 in 62, 24

596 PCGS 1909 MS 62. An adequate strike with strong underlying 
brilliance. 

597 NGC 1909-D MS 63. Bright, with superior luster for the 

598 PCGS 1909-D MS 63. Rich, original color. 

599 PCGS 1910-S MS 61. A very scarce coin in strict mint 
condition, and in fact, the 1910-S is an issue that is rarely seen 
above the XF level. This is a better struck coin than many of 
this date and the surfaces are remarkably clean and lustrous 
for the grade. Population: 6 in 61, 10 finer. 

600 PCGS 1911 MS 63. Pleasing color and luster. 
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601 NGC 1911-S MS 60. Abit softly struck, as is often the case, 
but covered with an enchanting mixture of rich golden-olive 
and deep reddish-coppery color. Scarcer date. 

602 PCGS 1911-S MS 63. Very scarce in mint condition, the 
mintage of 1.4 million pieces gives no reliable indicator just 
how difficult this coin really is in uncirculated grades. Only 3 
coins have been so graded by PCGS with another 3 higher, 
none of which are better than MS 64.

The surfaces are bright with a mixture of reddish-gold and 
pink over both sides. Population: 7 in 64, 1 finer. 

604 PCGS 1915 MS 63. Lightly marked with attractive, light 
color. 

605 NGC 1916-S MS 63. Light in color with frosty luster and a 
strong strike. Still a scarcer date even though a number of 
min t state pieces have recently turned up in Central America. 
Population: 11 in 63, 12 finer (none better than MS 64).

606 NGC 1844-0 VF 35. An original coin with an attractive outline 
of rich red color that surrounds the devices on each side. 
Problem-free with no major marks. Trends $290 in VF 20, 

$650 in XF 40. 

607 PCGS 1844-0 XF 40. Generally well struck for the grade with 
numerous small, but individually insignificant, marks and 
traces of luster around the devices. Trends $650. 

608 PCGS 1850 Large Date AU 50. The more frequently 
encountered of the two 1850 date varieties, still, a scarcer coin 
and one that is unlikely to be found any finer than AU. This 
piece still shows considerable remnants of a prooflike finish in 
the fields and although rather extensively marked, only a 
couple are larger ticks. Somewhat softer strike at the margins 
with decent details in the centers. Trends $1,000. 

609 PCGS 1850 Small Date XF 40. The rarer of the two date 
sizes by a considerable margin and a valuable coin in XF and 
AU condition. This is a very pleasing example whose surfaces 
are virtually unmarked, the only abrasion of note being one in 
the upper right reverse field. Somewhat softly struck. Trends 
$1,700. 

610 PCGS 1853 AU 53. Well struck with only minor abrasions that 
pepper both sides. 

611 PCGS 1854-0 XF 40. Large Date. A rare coin with this size 
date punch and only the second Large Date we have auctioned 
over the past nine months. As always, the central details are 
softly defined, but the surfaces are very clean for the grade 
and show good color with an outline of charcoal surrounding 
the devices. Trends $1,850. 

612 PCGS 1859-S XF 40. One of the rarest dates in the entire 
series of No Motto tens, the 1859-S ten is comparable in rarity 


to the legendary 1858 and 1859-0. It is rare in any grade and 
unlikely to be seen any finer than XF, although we havq 
offered an AU on two separate occasions over the past five 
months. This is quite a lovely piece whose surfaces show a 
scarlet paHBa with the outer devices taking on the deepest 
hue. There me a few small abrasions concentrated in the left 
obverse field. Trends $7,450. 

613 NGC 1862 AU 53. A very rare date in the No Motto series, 
and one that is prohibitively rare in AU condition. Only seven 
pieces have been certified by both services in the AU grades, 
and this is one of the finest pieces known. Sharply struck with 
bright yellow-gold color, there are only a few scattered 
abrasions on either side. The only two that are distinctive 
enough to be mentioned for pedigree purposes are a milling 
mark between stars 4 and 5, and an angling scratch in the 
field behind the neck of Liberty. Trends $6,100. 

614 PCGS 1881 MS 63. Well struck with deep reddish-orange 
peripheral color and lighter pinkish centers. Scarce in this 
condition with only 8 pieces having been so graded and 1 finer. 

615 PCGS 1881-S MS 61. Bagmarked but the luster is oh so nice, 
being a rich reddish-orange intermixed with yellow-gold. 

616 NGC 1882-CC AU 55. A very rare Carson City date that is 
prohibitively rare above XF. This is one of the finest pieces 
known, mint state coins may not exist as none have been 
certified by either of the major grading services. This is a well 
struck piece with bright fields and some reddish-orange color 
scattered around the peripheries. A lovely condition census 
example of this rare date. Trends $5,750 in AU 50, unlisted 
any finer. 

617 PCGS 1882-0 AU 50. A very scarce date and an important 
condition rarity in AU condition that merits a High R.6 rating 
in this grade. This is a well struck piece that has numerous 
small abrasions on each side and fair portions of luster 
surrounding the devices. Trends $2,200. 

618 NGC 1883 MS 63. One of the finest examples known of this 
conditionally scarce issue. Only one other coin has been so 
graded by NGC and one piece has been graded MS 63 by 
PCGS, none are finer by either service. Bright semi-prooflike 
fields and fully struck with a few scattered field marks on each 
side. Trends $5,900. 

619 PCGS 1884-S MS 60. A scarcer date in all grades that is 
especially difficult above XF. In mint state the '84-S is 
especially elusive. This solid uncirculated piece shows 
numerous bagmarks that account for the grade, but the strike 
is strong, and there is rich reddish-golden color over both 
sides. Trends $950. 

620 PCGS 1884-S MS 62. Sharply defined features with a few 
scattered marks on each side and subtle coloration. One of the 
finest pieces known with none in higher grades and one of only 
2 to have been so graded. 

621 PCGS 1886 MS 60. A scarce and rather underrated date 
among With Motto eagles from Philadelphia, being especially 
elusive in strict mint state. Excellent luster with bright 
yellow-gold centers and rich orange-gold color framing the 
outer portions of each side. Trends $850. 

622 PCGS 1886-S MS 63. Like the 1884-S above, this is one of the 
finest pieces known of this date with none certified in higher 
grades by PCGS. The bright, lustrous surfaces exude 
originality and glow with a lovely mint sheen. Sharply struck 
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with a few scattered abrasions. Population: 3 in 63, and as 
stated, none finer. 

623 PCGS 1888 MS 60. A very scarce With Motto ten that is 
seldom found in mint condition. In fact, PCGS has only 
certified 8 pieces in MS 60 with 1 finer (an MS 61), and the 
numbers from NGC are similar. Sharply struck and fully 
lustrous with bright pink color, there are a number of small 
abrasions on each side as one would expect from a coin in this 
grade. Trends $1,300. 

624 PCGS 1891-CC AU 55. A remarkably clean coin and sharply 
struck as well with attractive reddish-orange color. A common 
CC ten. Trends $550 in AU 50, $1,150 in MS 60. 

625 NGC 1891-CC MS 61. Sharply struck with superior luster and 
small speckles of coppery color on each side. 

626 NGC 1892 MS 61. 

627 PCGS 1893 MS 64. Well struck with strong luster and a few 
small, scattered abrasions, mostly on the obverse. Scarce with 
only 12 pieces so graded and none finer 

628 PCGS 1894 MS 63. Semi-prooflike with only a few stray field 
marks limiting the grade on this flashy ten Liberty. Very 
scarce any nicer. 

629 PCGS 1899 MS 63. Lustrous and well struck. 

630 NGC 1899 MS 64. An attractive and original example of this 
popular turn-of-the-century date. Muted orange-gold color 
covers both sides of this lustrous, well struck coin.

641 NGC 1905-S AU 58. A very rare date in strict mint condition, 
this near-mint example represents good value in this scarcely 
seen issue.

Sharply defined with almost complete mint 
luster, just a few scattered abrasions. Scarce in such superior 
condition. 

690 PCGS 1854 AU 53. Well struck and virtually abrasion-free, 
this is a pleasing AU type coin. 

691 NGC 1856-S AU 58. Sharply struck and showing attractive 
reddish color interspersed with the orange-gold seen over 
most of the coin.

692 NGC 1858-0 VF 30. A very scarce New Orleans twenty that is 
seldom seen in any grade, and when encountered, is rarely 
any finer than this specimen.

693 PCGS 1860 AU 53. Well struck with brighter yellow-gold color 
and only a few scattered abrasions. A moderately scarce P- 
mint Type One that is seldom found in AU condition. Trends 
$750 in AU 50. 

694 PCGS 1863-S AU 50. A scarcer Type One, especially so in 
strict AU condition. Small to moderate sized abrasions on each 
side with good remaining luster. Trends $1,350. 

695 PCGS 1866 AU 55. A scarce issue that is very elusive in 
Choice AU and BU condition. This piece has almost complete 
mint luster and the surfaces show a number of small, but 
individually insignificant, abrasions and a rich reddish-golden 
color covers both sides.

696 PCGS 1868-S XF 45. A slightly above average example of this 
scarcer S-mint Type Two twenty.

Rather extensively abraded on 
the obverse with a flashy semi-prooflike reverse. Rich reddish- 
orange color.

704 PCGS 1873-S Closed 3 AU 58. The more commonly 
encountered of the two varieties, the Closed 3 is still a scarce 
coin and a valuable one in grades approaching mint state. Well 
struck with an even orange-gold color over both sides and a 
copper stain (as struck) and a small grease stain (also as 
struck) on the reverse. Trends $530 in AU 50, $2,500 in MS 60. 

705 PCGS 1876-CC MS 60. A significant type coin in mint state 
as this date is needed by both date and type collectors. All 
Carson City twenties are quite scarce in strict mint condition 
and this Type Two is very elusive with only 5 other coins 
graded as such by PCGS and one in higher condition (an MS 
61). This piece has numerous tiny marks spread over each side 
and the surfaces are a bright yellow-gold and fully lustrous. 
Trends $12,000. 

706 NGC 1876-CC MS 60. While showing the abrasions one 
normally associates with an MS 60 coin, this piece does have a 
certain charm of its own with the bright prooflike fields seen 
on each side. Well struck. A very scarce Type Two issue in 
strict uncirculated condition. Population: 6 in 60, 1 finer. 
Trends $12,000. 

707 NGC 1876-CC MS 61. This coin is tied for finest known 
honors with one other piece, that one having been certified MS 
61 by PCGS. This is a fine looking coin that really has much 
more eye appeal than one might imagine for the grade. Fully 
struck, the fields have a bright semi-prooflike glint, and the 
surfaces are surprisingly free from the heavy marks one would 
expect from an MS 61. There are a couple of small grease 
stains (as struck) in the area of the date and one larger mark 
in the left obverse field.

This coin is 
heavily bagmarked as usual, but is far above average in grade 
for the date. Significant portions of rich reddish color 
surrounds the devices on each side and much luster still 
remains.

699 NGC 1869-S AU 53. A much scarcer and more desirable grade 
for this issue that is normally only seen in XF and lower 
condition.

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708 NGC 1877 MS 60. Well struck but rather extensively covered 
with small abrasions on the obverse.

Well detailed with bright 
yellow-gold surfaces and small traces of color scattered about.

coppery spotting that is chiefly about the borders. Three 
scarcer twenties, with the 1889 being the most elusive. (Total: 
3 coins) 

712 NGC 1878-S MS 60. A spectacular deep mirror prooflike of 
this scarcer Type Three issue. Fully struck with numerous 
small abrasions on each side but quite appealing for the grade.

NGC 1879-0 AU 50. The '79-0 is one of the most immediately 
recognizable rarities of all U.S. gold coins. In part this is due 
to its small mintage of only 2,325 pieces, but it is also a 
significant condition rarity that is usually not seen above VF. 
This is an especially pleasing coin that is not only a very high 
grade for the issue, but it is also a refreshing alternative to the 
usually heavily bagmarked coins one normally encounters.

NGC 1884-CC AU 53. Well struck with semi-prooflike fields. 
One of the more commonly encountered Carson City twenties. 

NGC 1884-CC MS 61. Full mint frost and displaying minimal 
abrasions for a coin of this grade. The 1884-CC is one of the 
more common CC twenties in grades up to AU, but mint state 
pieces can be difficult to find and choice coins are extremely 
rare. Population: 3 in 61, none higher.

1890-S MS 60, all strict uncirculated examples of these lesser 
seen dates.

Highly lustrous with appealing, original 
color. The vast majority of uncirculated 1885-S double eagles 
don’t measure up to this attractive coin. Population: 17 in 62, 2 
higher. 


NGC 1888 AU 58. Bright surfaces with nearly complete mint 
luster. Lightly marked. Scarce in mint state. 

PCGS 1890-CC AU 55. An attractive coin with almost 
complete luster remaining. Only marred by a couple of obverse 
marks. A nice CC type coin. 

NGC 1890-CC AU 58. A very attractive example of this 
popular and relatively common Carson City twenty. Not much 
separates this coin from a strictly uncirculated one, but this 
piece has more eye appeal than many technically uncirculated 
coins as it lacks the heavy abrasions one would expect on an 
MS 60. Fully struck. Trends $1,025 in AU 50, $5,900 in MS 60. 

NGC 1890-S MS 61. A scarcer date in mint state. Well struck 
in most areas with rich orange-gold color and peppered with a 
few moderate sized marks on each side.

MS 63, well struck. (Total: 2 coins) 

740 ANACS 1904 MS 63, fully struck; and a 1915-S MS 63, bright 
satiny luster.

The smooth mint luster races around the 
surfaces of this lovely coin as it is angled beneath a light. Fully 
struck with a few minor marks.

748 PCGS 1907 High Relief MS 60. Wire Rim. The fields show a

802 PCGS 1926-S MS 63. An arm's length gem that boasts a 
strong strike and minimal abrasions for a coin of this grade. 
Precious few 1926-S twenties survive from a mintage of over 2 
million pieces, most of those coming from European finds in 
the last twenty years. Population: 45 in 63, 11 higher. 

803 NGC 1926-S MS 64. Vibrant golden-orange surfaces, one 
minor blemish in the right obverse field from gem quality. 
Most of the pieces coming out of Europe in the past few years 
grade MS 62 to MS 63, with 64s being above the norm. 
Population: 15 in 64, 2 higher. 

804 NGC 1927 MS 64. Rich reddish color. 

805 PCGS 1928 MS 65. Richly colored reddish-gold surfaces. 


COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

806 PCGS 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 64. Steel-violet toning, 
shading to orange-gold about the lettering. 

807 NGC 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 66. Amazing condition for a 
Lafayette dollar. If one looks very closely at the cheek of 
Washington there are a couple of tiny marks, but these are 
truly insignificant when viewed in the overall context of this 
immaculate coin. Toned a deep gray, almost a charcoal color, 
on the obverse with some underlying red and jade-green. The 
reverse is quite another story. It has a lime-green center that 
is surrounded by rings of soft rose, golden, and blue toning.

808 NGC 1921 Alabama MS 65. Always a difficult issue, both 
Alabamas have been recognized for decades as key issues in 
the commemorative silver series. This is certainly a premium 
example.

A 
must-see coin for the commemorative specialist.

Any Arkansas half dollar in MS 66 is very 
scarce by silver commemorative standards. Population: 31 in 
MS 66, 3 higher. 

This is one of the finest 
Arkansas halves we have ever seen of any date, and it is the 
finest graded of this issue by either of the major services. The 
coin is toned in variegated, multicolored shades of golden-rose, 
olive, and russet with specks of charcoal gray seen here and 
there.

811 NGC 1939-S Arkansas MS 65, original russet toning; and an 
ANACS 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 63, almost untoned with 
cleaner surfaces than one might expect for the grade.

817 PCGS 1937 Boone MS 65, peripheral golden color; 1936 
Columbia MS 65, deeply toned; 1936 Elgin MS 65, superb 
luster with light streaks of color, mostly on the reverse; and a 
1936-D San Diego MS 65, excellent luster.

827 NGC 1935 Connecticut MS 66. Immaculate silvery-gray 

surfaces with occasional highlights of reddish-gold, chiefly

828 PCGS 1936 Elgin MS 65. Superb luster with just the slightest 
bit of color - 

829 NGC 1936 Elgin MS 67. A superlative, wholly original Elgin, 
with bursts of russet and gold toning covering pristine 
surfaces. Of more than a thousand Elgins graded by NGC, 
only 12 have graded MS 67, none finer. 

830 PCGS 1936 Gettysburg MS 65, pale peripheral color; 1937 
Roanoke MS 65, light rose colored toning over both sides; 1925 
Stone Mountain MS 65, lightly toned on the reverse; and a 
1934 Texas MS 64, brilliant. (Total: 4 coins) 

831 PCGS 1922 Grant with Star AU 58. Rather deeply toned and 
lacking the vibrancy of a mint state coin. Nevertheless, this 
piece should see considerable amount of interest from value- 
minded collectors. 

832 PCGS 1922 Grant with Star MS 64. Bright prooflike 
surfaces, completely untoned and with the normal amount of 
die polishing seen on this rare silver commem. 

833 PCGS 1922 Grant with Star MS 64. Another near gem of 
this elusive variety, this one more frosty in appearance and 
sporting russet toning in the obverse lettering. 

834 PCGS 1922 Grant with Star MS 64. The surfaces are bright 
and show a lovely lustrous sheen, even beneath the gray and 
golden toning that is intermixed over both sides. A rare high 
grade example of this key commemorative half dollar. 
Population: 147 in 64, 33 finer. 

835 NGC 1928 Hawaiian MS 65. A gem specimen, light in color 
through the centers and with russet toning here and there 
along the edges. 

836 NGC 1928 Hawaiian MS 65. Bright yellow-gold and violet 
toning overlaying lustrous surfaces. A top notch example of 
this scarce and extremely popular silver commemorative.

The Lincoln is a very difficult 
commemorative to locate with clean surfaces. Not as much 
care was taken with the early commemoratives as with the 
more commercialized later issues in the 1930s. This is a 
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pleasing coin with bright lustrous surfaces that show only a 
faint bit of color on either side. 

PCGS 1936 Lynchburg MS 65. Richly toned in deep 
multicolored shades over both sides. This coin may not please 
everyone, however, anyone interested in originality should 
examine this lovely piece. 


NGC 1936 Lynchburg MS 66. Shimmering luster with blue, 
rose and russet toning gravitating to the borders. One of 
several outstanding Lynchburgs. 

NGC 1936 Lynchburg MS 66; and a 1938-S Oregon MS 67, 
both virtually unimprovable examples that exhibit streaks of 
golden-orange toning across the obverses and, on the Oregon, 
crescents of deep reddish-gold iridescence at the reverse 
periphery. '38-S Oregon population: 20 in 67, 2 higher. (Total: 
2 coins) 

NGC 1936 Lynchburg MS 67. A simply spectacular 
Lynchburg, almost perfectly preserved beneath a colorful 
array of yellow-gold, rose, and orange iridescence. This one 
needs to be seen to be fully appreciated. Population: 19 in 67, 
none higher. 


856 PCGS 1921 Pilgrim MS 64. An evenly toned example of this 
scarcer date commemorative. The holder reads 1920 an<J the 
PCGS number is 9359, however, the coin is actually a 1921. 

857 PCGS 193TRoanoke MS 66. Even golden-rose toning covers 
both sides with strong underlying mint luster. Ex: Superior, 
5/93, lot 1083, flip accompanies. 

858 PCGS 1937 Roanoke MS 66. Thick, satiny luster and generally 
brilliant except for the occasional speck of peripheral color 
seen here and there. 

859 PCGS 1936 Robinson MS 65. Golden-olive and blue toning 
over both sides. 

860 PCGS 1935-S San Diego MS 66. Unquestionably original, the 
surfaces are toned in deep speckles of russet and smokey 
violet with the occasional fleck of brilliance showing here and 
there. A high-end piece that shows virtually none of the 
usually seen abrasions on the knees or breasts of Minerva, as 
do the hoard coins of this issue. 

861 PCGS 1935-S San Diego MS 66. A lovely coin that shows rings 
of pastel iridescence around the obverse with the color more 
evenly spread across the reverse. 


PCGS 1920 Maine MS 66. Mostly brilliant with only minor 
die polishing noticed in the right obverse field. Just a hint of 
golden-gray toning appears about the outer portions of the 
reverse. 


862 NGC 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 65. Exceptionally sharp for 
this low relief issue, displaying speckled toning over both 
sides. Long overlooked, the Sesqui is now correctly recognized 
as a true condition rarity. 


PCGS 1934 Maryland MS 65.Superb mint luster and showing 
just the slightest hint of icy-blue color on either side. Ex: 
Superior, 5/93, lot 1032, flip accompanies. 


863 NGC 1935 Texas MS 66, superb mint frost; and a PCGS 1936 
Wisconsin MS 66, satiny with barely a trace of color. (Total: 2 
coins) 


PCGS 1921 Missouri MS 64. Delicate golden to nin g over both 
sides. 

PCGS 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS 64. Frosty and fully brilliant, 
with luster that blows away most of the competition on this 
tough early commemorative. 

NGC 1923-S Monroe MS 65. A now famous condition rarity 
in the commemorative series, Monroes are usually seen with 
numerous small marks peppering the main devices. This piece 
is exceptionally clean and covered with thick layers of gray, 
rose, olive, and golden patina with darker specks of color seen 
around the outer devices, especially on the reverse. 
Population: 88 in 65, 12 finer. 

PCGS 1938 New Rochelle MS 66; and an NGC 1938 New 
Rochelle MS 66, both wonderfully original specimens that 
appear almost completely free of surface blemishes. (Total: 2 
coins) 


864 NGC 1936-D Texas MS 67. The obverse is richly toned in 
swirling multicolored shades, with additional iridescence seen 
about the reverse periphery. 

865 PCGS 1936-D Texas MS 68. Looking for the perfect Texas 
type coin? Look no further. The pristine surfaces are dripping 
with frosty mint brilliance and the obverse displays a crescent 
of reddish-gold and apple-green toning about the top portion. 
Population: 3 in 68, none higher. 

866 NGC 1936-S Texas MS 66. Toned a deep golden and blue on 
each side with a more or less clear center on the reverse. 

867 NGC 1937 Texas MS 66. A lovely, problem-free example of this 
popular commemorative half. Golden peripheral to nin g Ex: 
Superior, 5/93, lot 1105, flip accompanies. 

868 PCGS 1937-D Texas MS 66. Muted silvery-gray surfaces but 
showing no real color to speak of. Clean and an attractive type 


PCGS 1936 Norfolk MS 67. Light, attractive, and original color 
over both sides with no flaws visible. A premium example of 
this popular commemorative. 

NGC 1939 Oregon PDS Set MS 66, MS 67, and MS 66. The 
highest graded piece, the D-mint, displays particularly vivid 
burnt-orange toning. A colorful, high quality threesome, one of 
just 3,004 possible sets. (Total: 3 coins) 

NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 65. Attractive peripheral 
toning in shades of lilac, bluish-green, and gold. Only a tiny 
obverse scratch precludes an even higher grade. Scarce as a 
gem. 


869 NGC 1937-S Texas MS 66, lilac with an occasional touch of 
golden; and a 1936 Wisconsin MS 66, lovely multicolored 
mottled toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

870 PCGS 1927 Vermont MS 65. Lustrous with attractive gray- 
lilac toning. An appealing example of this scarcer half. 

871 NGC 1946-D Booker T. Washington MS 67. Gorgeous reddish- 
gold toning graces both sides of this unusually high quality 
specimen. Population: 8 in 67, none higher. 

872 PCGS 1936 Wisconsin MS 66. The bright silvery luster is 
overlaid by layers of icy-blue and russet toning. A superior 
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example of this scarcer commemorative. Ex: Superior, 5/93, lot 
1118, flip accompanies. 

873 NGC 1936 Wisconsin MS 67. Intensely lustrous and framed 
in a light golden toning. We cannot recall the last time a 
Wisconsin came around with this much brilliance. 


TERRITORIAL GOLD 

874 PCGS 1854 Kellogg & Co. Twenty-Dollar VF 35. K-l, R.5. 

A colorful coin struck in a golden-green alloy with much deep 
red patina surrounding the devices on each side. Reasonably 
well detailed for the grade and showing a number of small to 
moderate sized abrasions over the surfaces. 

875 NGC 1855 Kellogg & Co. Twenty-Dollar AU 50. K-3b, R.5. 
This Short Arrows variety is a well struck coin that has 
retained small portions of luster around the devices and shows 
a number of small abrasions, none of which are too serious. 
Most of the surfaces are covered in a deep reddish caste with 
tiny bits of greenish-gold color still to be seen in the more 
protected areas. A premium example of this scarce and 
popular territorial gold coin. 

876 NGC 1849 Moffat & Co. Five-Dollar AU 50. K-4, R.5. A high 
grade Moffat that is better struck than most of this issue. 

Faint bits of luster can still be seen around the devices and 
there is also a hint of light reddish color, but the surfaces 
overall are a bright yellow-gold and show numerous small 
abrasions scattered over both sides. 

877 NGC 1849 Norris, Gregg, & Norris Five-Dollar R.E. XF 
40. K-4, R.4. The surfaces exhibit light friction from circulation 
over the highpoints of each side, and there are a number of 
smaller field marks, but all in all this is an attractive example 
of this important California gold coin, the first privately issued 
gold coin in the territory. 


CALIFORNIA FRACTIONAL GOLD 

878 PCGS (Undated) Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar MS 62. 
BG-222, R.4. A well struck coin with mild reflectivity in the 
fields. Made by Antoine Nouizillet, 1852-56. 

879 PCGS 1854 Liberty Head Octagonal Half Dollar MS 60. 

BG-306A, Possibly Unique. After considerable study of this 
piece we have concluded that this is not a regular issue Period 
One half dollar. Nor is it one of the known and photographed 
Period Three pieces (BG-1309-1311) that are similar in design. 
It appears that this is a gilt die trial of a previously 
unrecorded die marriage of the BG-306 obverse die and the 
BG-305 reverse die. As one closely examines the surfaces it 
becomes more and more apparent that it is a gilt piece. 

Around the 10th star on the obverse, and the G in GOLD on 
the reverse the gilt has flaked away to reveal a brownish- 
purple core of perhaps copper (?) composition. In the fields on 
each side are large, raised "bubbles" where it appears that the 
gilt did not adhere to the base metal core. There is also an 
unlisted die crack between stars 8 and 9, that may not be die 
cracks in the strictest sense of the term, but may actually be a 
separation in the gilt. To conclude, this die trial is unlisted in 
the Breen-Gillio reference and is surely unique. It is most 
closely related to the trial pieces mentioned by Doering in 
white metal, brass, and lead for the BG-1311, each supposedly 
also unique. These pieces were valued by Doering at $20,000 
each. We would surmise that this piece was struck by the 
same unknown maker sometime after 1883. It also is surely 


unique and an item that will be of great interest and 
importance to the collector of California Fractional Gold. . 

880 PCGS 1875 Indian Head Octagonal One Dollar MS 60. BG- 
1127, High R.5. A lovely gold dollar that displays bright 
prooflike fiSfds and minimal abrasions for the grade. 


PATTERNS 

881 PCGS 1854 Braided Hair Cent, Judd-161, R.5, PR 65 
Brown. A choice example of the Franklin Peale design, 
featuring a starless Liberty head obverse and a small laurel 
wreath framing the denomination, struck in bronze. Remnants 
of faded mint color are seen clinging to the devices. 

882 NGC 1859 Indian Head Cent, Judd-228, R.l, MS 66. A 
flawless example of this popular transitional issue, with the 
oak wreath and shield reverse as adopted in 1860, struck in 
copper-nickel. Both sides have taken on a lovely pinkish- 
orange patina and the reverse displays a hint of reflectivity. 

883 PCGS 1859 Half Dollar, Judd-241, R.4, PR 63. The 
Longacre design, with "50 CENTS" as the denomination on the 
reverse, struck in silver. There are hints of milky patina here 
and there on the obverse and the base of the reverse is lightly 

884 PCGS 1864 Indian Cent, Judd-356, R.6, PR 64. One of a 
small group of experimental pieces without the L on the 
ribbon, struck in 9 parts copper, 1 part tin. Both sides are 
toned in splendid iridescent shades, particularly the reverse 
which displays a blend of violet and rose. 

885 PCGS 1869 Standard Silver Half Dollar, Judd-744, R.5, 
PR 63 Red and Brown. The starred Liberty cap obverse with 
reeded edge, struck in copper. Both obverse and reverse are 
splashed in blue and rose iridescence while a carbon spot 
appears to have been kept in check in the right obverse field. 

886 PCGS 1870 Standard Silver Dime, Judd-837, R.6, PR 63. 
Lightly toned, watery surfaces with a reeded edge, featuring 
Liberty wearing a three-star cap on the obverse, struck in 
silver. 

887 PCGS 1870 Standard Silver Quarter, Judd-896, R.6, PR 
66 Brown. A colorful and superlative example of this reeded 
edge variety, with Liberty wearing a diadem, struck in copper. 
Both sides display liberal splashes of bright blue iridescence. 

888 NGC 1871 Quarter, Judd-1100, R.7, PR 65 Brown. The 
popular Longacre design paired with the regular dies reverse, 
struck in copper. The surfaces are very well preserved, being 
attractively toned in mottled green and rose iridescence. 

889 PCGS 1873 Trade Dollar, Judd-1281, R.5, PR 64. A reeded 
edge example of the popular Bailly design, struck in silver. 
The obverse is toned in attractive gray and lilac hues while 
bands of deeper golden-violet coloration are seen on the 
reverse. 


890 PCGS 1879 Quarter, Judd-1590, R.7, PR 63. The famous 
"Washlady" design by Barber, struck in silver. Both sides are 
toned in swirling gray and golden-violet shades, putting a 
slight damper on the original proof brilliance. Very scarce in 
all grades and a most desirable silver pattern.

Lustrous and toned a 
light lilac-gray. 

892 International Coin Certification Service, Canadian: 1944 
twenty-five cents MS 64, brilliant; 1946 twenty-five cents MS 
63, toned; 1937 fifty-cents MS 63, light color; 1939 fifty-cents 
MS 62, brilliant; 1944 fifty-cents MS 64, brilliant; and a 1945 
fifty-cents MS 63, brilliant.

893 ICCS 1935 Canada dollar MS 64, brilliant; ICCS 1937 Canada 
dollar MS 63, lightly toned; PCI 1937 Canada dollar MS 64, 
silvery-gray patina; ICCS 1939 Canada dollar MS 64, golden 
toned obverse; and an ICCS 1946 Canada dollar MS 63, 
br illian t, and prooffike. (Total: 5 coins) 

894 PCGS 1951 Canada dollar MS 66. The prooflike fields are 
covered with rich iridescent toning. 

895 PCI France 1876-A 5 francs MS 63, two pieces, mostly 
brilliant; NGC 1877-A 5 franc MS 64, mostly untoned and 
prooflike; (4) PCI 1877-A 5 francs MS 63, one is lightly toned; 
and a PCI 1846 2 centimes pattern MS 63 Red and Brown 
(Total: 8 coins) 

896 NGC 1941 France 5 franc piefort PR 65, MAZ-2661F, lightly 
toned. Featuring the Nazi sympathizer and chief of state of 
Occupied France, Marshal Petain. 

897 NGC 1804 Bank of England Five Shillings PR 63. ESC-164-A. 
Copper. Even chocolate brown color and quite a lovely 
example of this scarce and popular pattern that is the closest 
coin to an 1804 dollar most Americans can own. 

898 NGC 1930 Great Britain crown PR 62. Lightly toned and 
attractive with reflective fields. 

899 PCGS Great Britain 1885 florin MS 64, attractively toned; PCI 
1933 crown MS 63, fight color; PCI 1936 crown MS 63, fight 
gray patina; and a PCI 1937 crown PR 65, obverse cameo, 
dazzling brilliance. (Total: 4 coins) 

900 PCGS 1934-B Switzerland 100 Francs MS 65. Fribourg. 
Splendid prooflike surfaces. 
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
